GREAT MARATHON RACE. 


Sherring, Canadian, Leads World's 
Runners at Athens In Presence of 
a Crowd of 150,000. 


‘Athens, May 2.—Before 150,000 people 
yesterday, Wm. Sherring of Hamilton, 
Ont, won the Marathon race, the big 
event of the Olympia sports. There was 
great excitement at the finish. Prince 
George ran with him up the cinder 
path, Sherring smilingly waved a flag. 
The Crown Prince congratulated him 
as he bowed to King George, by whom. 
she was presented with a bouquet. 

The race was over a 26-mlle course, 
and 68 competed, including 26 Gre 
7 Britons, 5 Americans, 22 French, 
Germans, 2 Itallans, 8 Swiss, 2 Bgyp- 
tans, a Bohemian, Belgian and Dane. 

Sherring’s time was 2 hours $1 min- 
utes 23 seconds, being seven minut 
ahead of the Swede, who was secant 
nine minutes ahead of the American 
third.

FRESH DISASTER, 


Oceans of Mud 8ubmerge Whole Vesu- 
vian Reglon—Kling Edward Generous. 


Naples, April 80.—Another disaster 
has occurred in the Vesuvian region. 
Throughout Friday night torrents of 
rain fell, accompanied by a heavy gale 
of wind, causing large avalanches of 
mud, sand, ashes and cinders, to fall 
over Somma and Santa Annastasta, de- 
stroylng bridges, blocking the roads, 
flooding many habitations, interrupt- 
{ng communication by telegraph and 
carrying away portions of the railway. 
Troops and military wagons were hur- 
rledly despatched to the assistance of 
the sufferers, 

The inhabitants of the strilken places 
mentioned were awakened by a roar- 
ing, rushing sound, which was absolu- 
tely new to them and on running out 
of their houses they found their prop- 
erty threatened by a new horror, the 
fall of avalanches of sand, ashes, etc. 
Their terror was extreme. The women 
and children fled, screamiag with fright 
into the open country as if pursued by 
a living monster. 

The mud, mixed with which were 
cinders and basaltic stones, invaded all 
places and killed many animals. At 
Pacciano, a town of 80@ inhabitants, 
the flood obstructed the doors of houses 
so that the people were obliged to es- 
cape through the windows.

Peace af the World Threatened 
By Sultan of Turkey. 


‘BRITISH WAR OFFICE ACTIVE 


German Finger In the Pio Seen at Con- 
stantinople — British Garrisons In 
Egypt to Be Reinforced — Cruiser 
Will Mako It Its Business to See If 
Boundary Posts Have Beon Re- 
moved As Is Alleged. 


London, April 30.—The patience of 
Great Britain with Turkey oyer tho 
Tabah affair fs about exhausted, and 
it was understood at the Foreign Office 
yostorday if the Sultan does not soon 
accedo to the British demands thero 
will bo another demonstration before a 
Turkish port. 

Tho British Forolgn Office holds that 
the Turldsh commissioner at Catro is 
largely responsible for the present 
situation, and that probably he is led 
by German scientists and merchants at 
Cairo to bolleyo that Germany will 
support Turkey's aggression.

King Edward Hurrles Home. 

Naples, April 30.—King Wdward and 
Sir Charles Hardinge, permanent un- 
der secretary of the British Foreign 
Office, who {s in altendance upon His 
Majesty, have recelved many do- 
spatches from Premier Campbell-Ban- 
nerman and Foreign Secretary Grey In 
regard to tho trouble with Turley over 
the Tabah boundary dispute, and, ac- 
cording to report, the King has issued 
instructions that the firmest attitudo 
be assumed by the British  officlals. 
His Majesty is also sald to have con- 
sulted with Lord Rosebery on the sub- 
ject. He will cut his tour short, leav- 
ing for England on Monday. 


UNION OF FARM WORKERS. 


James Kior Hardy Urges It as Protec- 
tion From Landlordism. 


London, April 30,—Addressing a 
meeting of workmen at Ramsay, Hunt- 
ingdon,. Saturday, called to protest 
against the action of Lord De Ramsey 
in notifying the tenants of nearly 1,010 
allotments to quit the land, James Kier 
Hardie urged the agricultural laborers 
to form a strong union in order to 
protect themselves and enable them to 
obtaln land which would render them 
independent in times when they were 
without employment,

through the land being tumed into 


deer forests for American millionaires 
and other Idlers. Landlords, he declar- 
ed, played the same part to society as 
did the parasite to the tree, sapping 
away Its strength and giving no return. 


RIOTING MINERS. 


Union Men Attacked by Foreigners— 
Several Injured, 

Johnstown, Pa, April 30.—A conflict 
occurred between unton and non-union 
miners at Paint Creek mine of tha 
Berwind White Coal Co., near Ingloside, 
about midnight Saturday. The union 
men were attacked by a mob of for- 
elgners and a number of shots were 
fired. 

Steve Popovick, a foreigner, was fat- 
ally wounded and throe others were in- 
jJured, but not seriously. Word was 
sent to Windber and the sheriff and 
twenty-one members of the state con- 
stabulary were despatched to tha scene. 

When they arrived the rloters had 
dispersed, and all was quiet. Popovick 
was removed to the Windber Hospital.

THOUGH FRISCO NEEDS IT 


Statement of Dr. Devine of the National 
Red Cross Declares Many Wil! Need 
Care For Monthe—Loss of Homes. 

and Property In San Francisco 
Has Not Been Excggerated— 
Washington Ladies’ Mothods, 


San Francisco, April %0.—Surprise 
was caused yoslerday when James D. 
Phelan, chalrman of the finance com- 
mittee, announced to the citizens’ com- 
mittee that he had been given to un- 
derstand by Secretary of Commerce 
Metcalfo, representallye of President 
Roosevelt, that only $300,000 of the $2,- 
600,000 appropriated by Congress for 
the rellof of the San Francisco sufferers, 
was avallable, and that sum represented 
the extent of financial assistance 
that might be expected from that 
source. 

The oltizens’ committee of Nifty, head- 
ed by Mayor Schmitz, now administers 
the affairs of San Francisco, though 
the military have !mmediate control of 
patrolling the city and distributing sup- 
plies. 

Mr. Phelan announced Saturday that 
Secretary of War Taft had transmitted | 
to his order $300,000, which he sald waa 
the first recognition tho secretary had 
made of the relief work, and added that 
he had been informed by Mr, Metcalfo 
that the Secretary of War had expond- 
ed the remainder of the rellef fund for 
the purchase of supplies {n the east. 

Secretary Metcalfe corroborated Mr. 
Pholan's statement. Mr. Phelan sald 
that there was only $518,000 available 
cash to his order at the mint, and the 
strictest economy would bo necessary. 

“Wo need money,” sald Mr, Phelan, 
“and the country should not be led into 
the bellef that millions are on hand to 
relleve the destitute people.” 

Both Mr, Metcaife and Dr. Devine 
endorsed Mr. Phelan’s remarks and 
volunteered to apprise Washington of 
the situation. 

The generous appropriation of Con- 
gress had been counted on by the fin- 
ance committee ag an available fund 
for necessary relief expenses, ond the 
knowledge that only a small amount of 
this would be placed in their hands 
caused a shock. 


Burns Up Valuables. 


Business men who attempted Satur- 
day to secure assets from safes dug out 
of the earthquake and fire debris met 
with disaster. Several.of the safes con- 
talning books, records, stocks, bonds 
and negotiable securities were forced 
open. The instant the latent heat In 
the interlor of the thick strong boxes

'Frisco's Need Is Urgent. 

Dr, Devine of the national Red Cross 
has issued a statement {n which he 
says:

Sick and 
delicate persons wlll need care for 
months. Inmates of institutions which 
have been burned and destroyed must 
be established elsewhere on some plan 
yet to be devised.

the California earthquake, 

About twenty-five of them were thus 
eccupled at the parlors of the church 
three days during last week, and their 
receipts averaged over $100 a day.

MURDERED IN THE STREET 


Obnoxious Police Magistrate, Who Took 
Active Part In October Massacres, 
Victim of Revenge at Odessa — A 
Yowish Girl's Bad Aim Saved Aa- 
sistant Chief of Police—Another 
Killod a Policernan. 


Odensa, April 20.—The chief of police 
who played such a prominent role in 
the October massacres here, and a po- 
liceman were assassinated by revolu- 
tlonaries here Saturday in broad day- 
Mght. 

The plot was wide-reaching and con- 
templated also the assassination of As- 
alstant Chief of Pollce Poltvtchenko 
and several other policémen. A young 
girl named Jerebtzvo threw a bomb at 
Poltvtchenko on the way to the hospi- 
tal to visit one of the wounded pollce- 
men. Her alm was poor and Poltyt- 
chenko was unhurt. The girl was 
gravely wounded by Poltytchenko's 
orderly. 

Bomb Misses Mark. 

Warsaw,-April 30.—At Ozenstechowa, 
Jn Ruaslan Poland, Saturday a bomb 
was thrown at the carriage of the chief 
of police while he was returning from 
a funeral. The missle exploded, kill- 
ing a polleeman. 

Sentenced For Mutiny. 

Kelff, Russia, April 20.—The trial of 
tho regiment of engineers which mutin- 
fed last fall has been completed. All 
of the officera were acquitted, but three 
non-commissioned officers were sen- 
tenced to death, 19 privates wore con- 
demned to hard labor and 52 were con- 
signed to a disciplinary battalion. 


An Attompt to Asscesinate, 


St. Petersburg, April 20.—A member 
of the “fighting organization” yester- 
day attempted to assassinate Col. Min, 
commander of the Semlnoveky Guards, 
in revenge for the part taken by his 
regiment in putting down the Moscow 
revolt.

ton weather-beaten feathers and ‘the | species do not develop as rapidly, as 


subsequent growth of am entire now 
coat ts probably the severest strain 
‘to which a}] fowls aro exposed, There 
is a greater mortality during (the 
process of moulling than any olhor 
period of bird life. 

As o general rule all fowls aro sub- 
jest to an annual moujt, This be- 
gins in nearly all cases ac tho close 
of the breeding season and is fully 
ucoompliphed, conditions being favor- 
able, in a period ranging between 
eight and ten weeks. 

lt will bo found by examining tho 
surfage of a fowl’s body that the fea- 
thers row in virious paitohes with 
intervening, bare patches, or, if not 
bore, places covered with soft down. 

Na twe fowls look alikd while shed- 
ding, Some seem to loso nearly all 
their foathers ot once, and heaca pre- 
sent am ungainly appearance, whilo 
others accomplish the change more 
eragefully, and these show various 
bunches of new feathens in different 
plapes, surrounded by the old faded 
ones, ' ie 

The quill] feathers are shed in pairs, 
except in duoks, ote.. which lose all 
thir quills of ‘the winz al onze; 
hence they lose the power of flizbt 
for a time. .c.. until the new quills 
are sufficiently jzrown. 

Tho core of domestio fowls during 
the moultimz period should consist in 
a continuation of the .zoneral hyz- 
ienio treatment which all success(ul 
poultorers practise at all times and 
seasons of ‘the year. It must be re- 
membered that nearly all our domes- 
lio fowls not many yoans back were 
wild birds and that they have an in- 
stinct ‘born in them: that teaches 
‘them just what and haw to cat to 
supply che bodily demands whether 
it be for the jzrowth of new feathers 
ithe production of ezizs! or any, other 
growth or ropairs. 

Four important points in caring for 
poultry during the moult are 
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1, Mhe separation of the Bex, eape- 
cially should cookerels be kept away 
fiom moulting, hens.

WRITER SAYS LOSS OF LIFE WAS 
GREATER THAN REPORTED. 


Five Story Hotel Sank Into Earth---Roof 
Even With Street Level. 

We are indebted to Mrs. Jesse Pe» 
rin, Ridoul-et., fur the following let- 
her desoriptive of the situation in 
Som Francisco after the earthauake ; 

t 935 Guerrero-st. 
San Francisco, April 24, 1906. 

We have had a dread(ul Lime. but 
are thankful we have our lives saved 
as there have been thousands killed 
in the earthquake and many also in 
ithe fire. We hear that the Eastern 
pepers are ‘trying, to make it appear 
as lizht as possible, but it has been 
an awful calamity. Fissures open- 
ed in the streets—a hotel two blecks 
away from us sank into the earth, 
when it opened up, so that a person 
could touch the roof. and it was five 
stories hich, Some 63 people in it 
were buried alive. : 0 

The fire reached to one block front 
us; we live near the corner of Yist 
atreet and everything was burned 
level te the zround on 20th strect. 
Of counse we had to leave, and spent 
one night in the hills, with what 
few things we could carry. We are 
not starving, as we are getting Gov- 
ernment rations; rich and poor.alike 
have to bo 

FED BY THE GOVERMENT, 
as there is) nat a store open in the 
city. What stores were not burned 
were opened by tho soldiers andj roods 
given to the people. 

We did not buve our clothes off or 
fic gn a ed from ‘Tuesday night, un- 
til Saturday night, and even now 
have our most valuable things pack- 
ed so ‘Lhat wo can carry them, as we 
wre slill having small shocks. Last 
eight was the first night we were 
allowed a candle, and thea only un- 
‘til 16 o'clock. We are not allowed 
to have uny fires in the houses, and 
whut cooking, we wanb to dq we must 
do on a bonfire in the road. We are 
are under martial luw, but will be 
glad when it is over, as people are 
ehot for tho least (hing, and lols of 
people have been shot hy mistake 
when they were doing harm. 

We ure almost afraid to zo lobed, 
as we do nol! know what! mizht occur 
tn the wight. All the squares und 
parke and ever open spuce are full 
of people who have been burned out 
This was u much bigger cily than 
Toronto, bul there is very little of 
ft left. We tried. to send you a tel- 
agram, bul we could not send any 
gwulside of U, 8.

STATEMENT OF THE PREMIER 


Railway Company Will Not Now Have | 
to Place 400 Scttlers a Year on the 
Land For the Next Ten Years—Ar- 
rangement Was Carried Out With 
Mr, Wainwright on Behalf 
of the Railway. 


Toronto, May 1—Over haif a million 
acres of land, part of the grant of the 
Province of Ontarlo to the Grand ‘Trunk 
Pacific Rallway, are to be returned lo 
the proyince by the railway company, 
and In return for this concession the 
Government will reli the railway of 
{ts obNgation to plate 400 settlers on 
the land each year for ten yes After 
some months of negoUlatlon this agree- 
ment hag been reached, 

Premier Whitney handed out to rep- 
resentatives .of the press yesterday 
evening the followlng’ statement: 

“Under the proy ns of the act 
granting a cash bonus of $2,000 per mile 
and 1,200,000 acres of land to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Co, for the Fort 
William branch, th® company agreed, 
among other things to place 400 set- 
tlers per year for ten years on the lands 
g&ranted. After consideration an agree- 
ment has been arrived at by which the 
company gives buck to the Government 
626,000 acres of the lands, and is re- 
leased from the condition as to settlers, 

“The advantages to the province of 
this arrangement are obyious.” 

The arrangement was made with Mr. 
Walnwright on behalf of the railway. 

No Power Legislation, 

Owlng to the absence of Col. Mathe- 
son In New York for the purpose of re- 
newlng the Soo $2,000,000 guarantee, or 
a portion thereof, the Premler gave the 
legislators a short session yesterday, 
the House adjourning about 3.40. 

The Speaker read a telegram from 
Mayor Schmitz of San Francisco, ex- 
pressing gratitude for the resolution of 
the Legislature concerning the disaster 
that overtook the city a couple of weeks 
ago. 

Mr. Whitney hopes to conclude the 
‘ousiness of the session this week. He 
sald he would be sorry to have to say 
that there would be no action on the 
power question this session. The matter 
would be discussed by the Cabinet. but 
hé was unable to say what would be 
done, 

The insurance investigation now in 
Progress at the City Hall was brought 
up by Col. Clark of Bruce, who asked 
the following question: 

Insurance Investigation Counsel. 

Has the attention of the Government 
been directed to the announcement that 
the Insurance Commission will not sit 
in Ottawa to complete the Investigation 
of the Insurance Department, and that 
counsel, appointed by the proyince, has 
not been afforded an opportunity to ex- 
amine the superintendent of insurance 
and his assistants? Is it the intention 
of the Government to make such rep- 
resentations as will secure for counsel 
for the policyholders an opportunity to 
carry out the work for which he was 
retalned? 

The Premier replied that the atten- 
tion of the Government had been drawn 
to the matter, and the counsel of the 
Province had been instructed to take 
such steps as he might deem advisable 
to carry on the work for which he was 
retained. 

Municipal Act Amendments. 

Hon. Mr. Hanna introduced a dill to 
amend the Consolidated Municipal Act, 
Zt includes all the amendments sifted 
out of various bills by the municipal 
committee. 

Second readings were given the fol- 
lowing bills: Respecting the Western 
University and College (Hodgins); re- 
specting Trinity Church, Toronto 
(Crawford); to Incorporate the Town of 
Blind River (Smyth), and two other 
bills Were discussed in committee of 
the whole House.

MINERS’ RIOT AT MT. CARMEL 


Tragedy Follows Refusal of Dining- 
room Girls to Serve Pennsylvcnia 
State Police at Mt. Carmel, Pa, 


Mount Carmel, Pa, May 1—After 
the dining-ropm girls at three local 
hotels refused to serve Licut. Smith's 
command of etate constabulary here 
yesterday, the troopers in front of the 
Commercial Hotel were charged upon 
by a large crowd of foreign miners. 
The troopers beat them back, injuring 
several of them, 

One trooper was badly injured by o 
blow from a club. The crowd retreated 
and prepared for another charge, Lieut. 
Smith drew up his men and threatened 
to shoot, while the chief burgess ad- 
dressed the mob and adyistd them to 
go home. He ts a member of the union, 
and his speech had the effect of dis- 
fersing the men, whereupon Smith's 
command moyed on to the Lehigh 
Co.'s Sayre colliery in tha suburbs 
where non-union men had been stoned 
by foreigners. 

A second collision between the con- 
stabulary and the mob occurred short- 
ly after noon when a man threw a 
stone at the soldiers. More stones fol- 
lowed, and then Lieut. Smith ordered 
his men to shoot. As the carbines be- 
gan to crack the crowd scattered in 
Great terror. A man named Wilson 
fell with three bullets in his body. He 
will likely die. A number of other men 
were wounded, but managed to get to 
their homes, 

After several volleys had been fired 
Lieut. Smith ordered his men to fall 
back to the Sayre Colliery, from where 
he reported to headquarters at Potts- 
ville the news of the fight. He was 
ordered to hold his ground, and was 
notified that reinforcements would at 
once be sent to him. Later he was toid 
to take his command to Pottsville. 

Before leaving he was placed under 
$500 ball, charged with assault and 
battery with intent to kill. Three for- 
elgners, also in the fight, were held 
In ball. The home of Sol, Goldsmith 
was struck by bullets, one of which 
seriously wounded his wife. 

Strike Spreads. 

Punxutawney, Pa, May 1—By re- 
solutions passed at mass meetings held 
yesterday by members of the sub-dis- 
trict No. 6 of district No. 2, United Mine 
Workers of America, a strike is on in 
the soft coal region of Clearfield, and 
although several thousand men are in- 
volved, there has been no trouble,

two carloads of deputies and non-union 
men arrived at Shamokin and last night 
Were distributed about the collieries of 
the company. 

Miners Fail to Respond. 


Shamokin, Pa., May 1.—Although the 
whistles were blown yesterday, not a 
miner responded for work in this re- 
gion except W. L, Connell & Co.'s En- 
terprise Washery, which has been in 
operation some time.

dwelling on the gigantic, excessive 
|sums devoted to the navy and army. 
He sald he hoped and belleved from 
what he knew of the intentions of his 
colleagues that when he introduced 
the budget for 1907 he would be able, 
without any material weakening of the 
efficiency of the national services, to 
effect a substantial saving. It was the 
first and paramount duty of the Gov- 
ernment to return to thrifty, economic 
methods of administration, and second 
only thereto was the question of ade- 
quate proyislon for the reduction of 
the natsonal debt, which was now 
practically the same figure as in 1870. 

He proposed at the earliest possible 
moment to dispute the system of carry- 
{ing out naval and military works on 
orrowed money. The floating debdt 
[mow stood at the serious total of $278,- 
750,000, and it was a source of greatest 
disquietude because {t serlousty ham- 
pered the country’s borrowing power 
should a sudden emergency arise, and 
because it meant that the Government 
was competing for and locking-up 
funds, which otherwise would be avall- 
abel for commercial purposes. 

To Reduce the Debt. 

In addition to the ordinary provision 
he proposed to take $2,500,000 from the 
estimated surplus, and $2,500,000 of 
the Chinese Indemnity for the reduc- 
tion of the debt. In 1906-7 the sum 
of $675,000 would be taken from the 
surplus for necessltous school districts, 
and a revision of the parcel post rates, 
especially beneficial to the farmers, 
would absorb another $625,000, leaving 
the final estimated surplus at about 
$10,000,000. He did not propose to re- 
duce the income tax, but the time had 
arrived for an enquiry Into the prac- 
ticabliity of a graduated tax, and a 
strong select committee would be ap- 
pointed to report on the subject. 

Mr. Asquith then announced ‘that 
the balance of the surplus would be 
applied to a complete repeal of the coal 
duty from Nov. 1, absorbing $5,000,000, 
a reduction of 2 cents in tea duty from 
July 1, absorbing another $4,600,000, and 
taking 6 cents off stripped tobacco. 
(his latter, he said, would be retro- 
spective from March 31, and cause no 
eppreciable loss of revenue. 

Balfour Congratulates.

Air. Wilfrid Coad, of Kirkfield, 
was tho finst witness, called. He 
had been enraged to draw up a plan 
of the placo where the crime was 
committed, and which ho presented 
to the Court, explaining thorouxbly 
and Jucidly all the points required of 
him by, Mr. Devlin and Magistrate 
MoSweyn. In answer lo a question 
from Mr. Dovlint he said be did not 
know Miller ox Dillon. 

Wm, MoNulty, next called, said he 
was a farmer Jiving in the Township 
ef Cardon, Had known Dillon for 
about twelve years, and had kept him 
for a while this winter, the Council 
having sent him there ‘the last of 
last January, but Dillon bad not been 
at his home continually for, some 
short while before the murder, hay- 
ing gone back and forth from his 
own home which is about three-quar- 
tors of a milo distant. He haga wile 
who has beon in Toronto in domestic 
servico, Sho, it trauspires, is a sis- 
ten of McNulty's, who is unmarried, 
and sbe had ‘formerly, often) come oy- 
er and done work for her brother, 
partioularly in tbe way of bakinz, 
Away back in, ‘the winter Dillon had 
gone up north on the James Bay 
Railway, and about the same time 
Mrs. Dillon had zone to Toronto. 
Wilness did not know why she had 
hired oul. Dillon remained about 
two months with lho R. R, Co., when 
he returned, coming to MeNulty’s 
home first. He afterwards went to 
Kirkfield for a\ few days and then 
went to his own home. Here he 
must have put in rather a poor time 
of it, fon he was found by several 
with no fire and no appearance of 
anything to eat except a little floar 
and some meat, His brother-in-law 
had tried to influence the Council to 
stpporet him, and, said that he could 
uot do it any longer, for he )Dillon( 
would not work, ‘but lay around all 
day, He was also rather afraid of 
him at ‘times, as at night be jot up 
and roamed around, ‘zoinz outside 
and acting queerly, althouzh witnaess 
could not swear ha was dangerous at 
all, Miller, the murdered man, had 
come to the place about three weeks 
previously. Jie was more or less of 
a tramp and had no particular home. 
He had come} from his brother's, 
somewhere up in the north country. 
Wilness supposed he would be about 
45 on 46 years of age, and thousht 
Dillon about the same. There were 
only the three of them im the house 
at the time. Miller and McNulty 
did the cooking, but it seems Dillon 
would do nothiniz Lo help at all. As 
far as he knew there wag no bad [eel- 
ing except that sometimes Miller 
would “snap him up and answen him 
saucy,” 

Mr. Devlin then, questioned him 
closely about what occurred on the 
day of ithe crime, the 18th of April 
last. Mr. MeNulty said they aU got 
up-at ‘the usual time and had break- 
fast. Miller washing the dishes, while 
he (McNulty) swept tho floor, eto, He 
asked Miller to chon up some limbs in 
the yard, which were too small to 
eut ‘with a saw.—and which Were 
cut by holding them on a chopping 
block,—while «the went to feed the 
pias, and which would occupy not 
more than ten minutes, Ho left Mil- 
ler standing at the back door with 
the axe—the only one near the house 
—and Dillon in thé house lying down. 
It was then} ttbout 8 o'clock. He 
could not havej been more than five 
to ten minutes away from the house 
at the most, and when he returned 
he saw the prostrate form of Miller 
in the yard, lying on his back and 
the head slightly twisted, with two 
great wounds on the back of the head 
and meck respectively, ond the 
around and chips coyered with blood, 
The axe alao lay near and blood was 
sploched all over it. ‘Miller was hod- 
ing his cap im his lefU hand, 

MeNulty at onoe ran to the house 
for Dillon who, when he heard foot- 
steps, looked up. [He asked Dillon if 
he knew what had had happened just 
now, and he replied, “No.” They, then 
went out to where the body lay, and 
Dillon standing unconcornedly over 
the body, said; “HE MOST HAVE 
CUT HIMSELF WITH THE AXE.” 

Tn answer to a question Mr. Mc- 
Nulty said that) he did nol think it 
was possible for, anyone else Lo come 
forward und kill ithe deceased on ace 
count of thei very short time he oc- 
eupied in doing bis chores. nnd as he 
could see an considerable distance, on 
exoh side of the house, thera waa no 


chance for anyone to wet awny. The 
only people yisible were two boys 
driving 1 cow on the road, several 
rods, from the house. He went over 


(o his brother's place and told him, 
und the latter at once started for 
Iivkfield, calling on the way lo tell 
David Winn, who, wilh Patrick Me- 
Ginnis and John McDonald were the 
first to arrive on the scene, Dillon 
was questioned by tham aa lo why 
be killed Miller, bul he professed en- 
lire ignorance of the affair. * 

MeNulty laid ‘the information 
ogoinst (he prisoner, 

In answer to a question from Mr. 
Devlin us ‘to whether it was bo (Mo- 
Nulty) who killed Miller, he shook 
his head and said, “Oh no,” ‘The 
Mnysistrate took objection to this as 
being too direct’ a question, 

Dr. Wood was the noxt witness, 
We said he wa Coroner for the 
Counly of Victoria. He was duly no- 
tified about the slate of affairs up

He found a constable in cburzo of 
Dil¥on, amd whom he instructed to 
P'smmon a jury, Dr. Ross, of Kirk- 
fil’, conducted the post-mortem ex- 
nminations, { Witness remembered 
hearing Dillon say that it was an 
outrage to have people coming out 
from Wirkfield and makimg u fuss oy- 
er (he death of Miller, apparently 
considering the fact that Miller was 
dead and gone, all there was (o it. 
Tho exoilement seemed to innoy Dil- 
lon. Dr. Wood said be had little or 
no conversation with Dillon, who told 
him that he knew nothing about the 
affair ond said he was sorry (that 
Miller was dead. Tho Coroner said 
he ‘thought an intellizent person 
could tell what) direction the blow 
omme from and what hand the maa 
used when striking Lhe blow. 

Dr, Ross, of Kirkfield, who conduc- 
ted the post mortem, was the next 
witness, Me said he had ‘been 13 
years in ‘that villyze and knew both 
the prisoner and ‘the dead map, In 
his report—which he read—ho said he 
found an apparently healthy man, 
with no natural cause of death, that 
is, no disease tha'f would cause death. 
Death was the result cf two wounds 
in tho, hoad nnd neok respeotively, 
cilhor of which would kill; and which 
could not bo self-inflicted. We sup- 
posed ‘that the blow, in the head had 
beon received first, after which a 
movement of the body was possible. 
as the ‘brain tissue had nob been bad- 
ly injured, 'but after the second blow, 
or tha tin the neck, no movement 
was possible, as the spinal cord was 
severed, which would cause paraly- 
sis of the whole body. The upper 
wound in a line from the top of the 
left ear to the lower part of the 
right and was four inohes deep. He 
supposed that Miller’s assailant was 
standing on his right side. and that 
he was Jeft-handed. This he ip- 
ferred from the most minute exam- 
ination of the wounds. He spoke to 
Dillon and asked him how he felt, 
and was (old pot very well; asked 
if he saw) Miller, he replied “not to 
bother,” and that it “was ani outrazo 
for people to come kickinz, up a fuss 
oyer the man when be was dead.” 

David Finn was next in the wit- 
ness box, and ho merely corroborated 
MoNulty's statements. *He further 
stalled that though ho bad never seen 
Dillon chop with asi axe, he had seen 
him shovel. and he was left-handed. 
Ue was pretty sure McNulty was a 
right-handed man.. 

Dunean McGinnis also substantiat- 
ed the preceeding witness’ remurks. 

County Constable Poster, when 
called on, produced several articles 
on which was blood. Witness said, 
in antawer toi a question, that he, 
with Chief Nevison, had some little 
difficulty in ‘bringing tbe prisoner to 
LindSay. 

This was all the witnesses, find: 
when the Magistrate asked the pri- 
soner if he had anything to say he 
merely replied that ho did not under- 
stand it at al and did’ not know why 
he was here. 

Dillon was committed for trial at 
the pext Assizes and will be incar- 
cerated in the, common gaol in Lind- 
say until that time.

Hotelmen Will Ralse the Price of Whiskey 
and Beer. 

Globe; The members of tho Toronto 
License Holder's Protective Associa- 
tion haye decided to increase the price 
of liquors served over the bar, the 
reason jgiven being the general in- 
crease in exponses and Lhe raise in 
the license fees. Paltrons of the bars 
owned by members of the association 
must pay «about fifty per cent. 
more thejr drinks after Monday next. 
Al a meeting of the association gn 
Saturday night the new schedule of 
prices was arranged. The old and 
minimum prices for liquors and beers 
per glass are as follows; Canudian 
draught whiskies, 5 cenls to 10 cents; 
Canadan case liquors, 10 cents to 15 
cents; imporled liquors, no chanzo; 
imported mineral waters, ginger ale 
und aerated waters, 15 cents to 2 
cents; mixed drinks contanting spir- 
ist, cocktails, otc, 10 cents to 16 
cents; Canadian ales, porters and lo- 
gors (consumed in bar), pints 10 
cents to 15 cents; draught ales, por- 
ten and lager, new price 1 cents, The 
maximum beer glass now conliines 
16 ounces. Ward times force the ho- 
tolmen to réduce the capacity of a 
“schooner” to 12 ounces,

CHILDREN, REVOLVER, DEATH. 


Three-Year-Old Boy Almost Instantly 
Killed by Little Brother. 


Halifax, April 30—A fatal shooting 
accident, in which three children fig-

When the U. 8. were fram- 
ing ‘their constitution, democratic 
and all, as ‘they were supposed to be, 
they followed the example of their 
muother land in having two House 
‘This does not appear so out of place 
in the federal arenas as it does in 
€he State arenas, whera thore is real- 
iy no excuse) for two Houses at all, 
When the Confederation Act was be- 
ing threshed out by the fathers of 
our country, some were for having 
only one House, but the best they 
could carry was that the ono House 
idea would ‘be be tried in Ontario, all 
tbo other provinces of the federal 
porliament having two. Here azain 
there was a fairly good reason for 
fwo Houses at Ottawa. Up to this 
{ime there was ‘no country that wae 
working their business with oaly one 
‘ouse and it scemed to bo taken for 
tarnted, except in the minds ef some 
of the Radicals that two Houses 
wero absolutely, necessary. 


Another element that contributed 
to the idea was the jealousy of ‘the 
GSenale sections. There were three

tho same arguments that we have 
now—that a (grocer who did not 
sell liquor could uot make bis bus- 
iness pay, The separation came, and 
we now Know ithait an ordinary jxro- 
cory business pays as well ns any 
other. We must have the barroom 
and the hotel separated. If it was 
left to a) vote of the zuests of tho 
hotels, separation would be yoted by 
a landslide of a majority. There are 
many nasty, unhealthy, woe-bezone 
scenes that the; hotel jzuests have to 
witness, that are entirey uncalled for 
on their part, and which they would 
gladly have relezated to some other 
part of the town. Why can it not 
be done? Why should it not be 
done? There is one thing wa know 
it would do, and another, thing we 
are afraid it would do, It would 
raise the status of the hotelkeeper. 
As it is now, he{ isin a lopge measure 
ostracized, He cannot be a member 
of a School Board or Town Council. 
Some insurance companies and a 
great many fraternal onzanizations 
abyolutely refuse to have him witb- 
in their ranks. If ‘they bave aspark 
of manhood left in them, thers must 
be many times they rogrel ever beinz 
in the ‘business, and their wives and 
daughters have to witness scenes 
that must bring! the blush of shame 
to their cheeks, and eventually make 
them case-hardened, ‘ | 


All this would be changed were the 
bar climinated, when they could take 
their proper place amongst their fel- 
low men. On the other “hand the 
poor fellows who chose ta run the 
saloons, certainly would have noth- 
ing clevatinz loft about their job. 
They wouldn't oven have the chance 
to chat with sano people, as they do 
now. It would be nothing but. the 
olink, clink of the glasses, and the 
maudlin talk of ‘the boozy, with the 
vilo jokes and lanzuago usually heard 
around a bar. It ix only when a Bal- 
vation Army lassie goes in that there 
ls any pause in the usual looseness. 
Still, we boliove it would be better 
for the majority, wero this separa- 
tion to take place. We would license 
hotels alt a moderate rate! and make 
applicants, have everything in ord- 
er before they got their license. The 
saloons we would licenso at about $1,- 
000 a prearrinfa ttownl of this size, and 
cuty them down to threo at the 
most. We have an idea that it 
mizht bo a |zood plan to have then 
run by Government, the sume as the 
pest office or custom house. If tho 
baurkeepers had ‘their hours, and were 
as particular about them, as other 
Government officials, it would be a 
good thinz—but that ia a part(of the 
Rubjeot that will bear discussion by 
itself. In ghe meantime we would 
recommend our temperance friends, 
who really want to do other than 
talk, to pet in touxh with their 
friends in Owen Sound und see if 
we cannot gel ao company to start 
ane or two good temperance hotels 
in Lindsay.

County Magistrate McoSweyn Fined Him 

$15 and Costs—Words of Warning. 

A session of tho County polico 
wourt wis thold dust Friday at 11 
o'clock, when the only onse on the 
docket was that of Timothy Hinne- 
gan, chunged wilh unluwfully ang- 
ling in the Sougog river om Thursday, 
April 26th, He pleaded guilty, 

Mr, G. HM. Hopkins, fon, the, proseeu- 
tion, said in his remarks that as tho 
prisonor had not fought the case, be 
(Mr. Hopkins) would not bo in favor 
of o boavy fine, and if the prisoner 
would give bis word not to fish ille- 
ally again in future be would bo 
in favor of more loniency in this re- 
speot thun ho otherwise would bo 
Tho Fish and Gume Protective Asso- 
ciation wore going to epforce tho Act 
mnd any cases of the kind would bo 
dealt with very soverely. In this 
caso he would ask that a fing of we 
and costs bo imposed. 

Magistrate MeSweyn made quite ix 
fongtbhy address, and in the course of 
his remarks suid it was a pity to 
find so many people wha break the 
tuws of the land, and run so many 
risks to do iv too, Speaking directly 
ta the prisoner he said; “Lf you were 
allowed to fish and 20 unpunished, 
other people would do it alo, By 
killing ono fishi at this time of year 
perhaps hundreds of fish nre des- 
troyed, and in that way you only 
spoil sport. Some people have mo 
brains and seem{ to go right against 
the law." The Magistrate said he 
had had two cases at Chemony Lake, 
in which ho imposcd the minimum 
fine, $10 and. cosis, but ho would not 
do so again, and he was determiacd 
to raiso the fine so that people would 
want to keep away from the police 
court. It wus no pleasure to him, he 
said, to have to impose fines — he 
would rather haye no such s at 
all, but tha law required him to do 
so, and he would do his duty. He 
was bound ‘to stop the cruel destruc- 
tion of fish and game, and he woutl 
therefore impose *heavier penalties in 
future. People thought they could 
get off easily, but if they, wanted 
fines he was, there to give them out. 
In this caso he would impose a fino 
of $15 and costs—which amounted to 
$4.22, or $19.22, in all, and in default 
of payment one month in gaol. 

Magistrate MeSweyn said that in 
all probability in the next case the 
fine would be $50, and costs—which 
is the maximum fine—and that in 
any case the amounb would be raised. 
He told ithe young man that by con- 
fesssing, he had saved himself $20, 
or probably more. 

Finnegan paid ‘the money and the 
court then adjourned.

INSURANCE INQUIRY 


Mr. Junkin Tells Whole Story of 
the Pellatt Matter. 


REPARATION BY SIR HENRY 


Manager of Manufacturers’ Life Does 
Not Think It Right to Loan Money 
‘on Its Own Stock, Although It Had 

Boen Done—Some of the Methods 
of High Finance In the 
Limo Light. 


Toronto, April 28—Mr. J, PF, Junkin, 
managing director of the Manufactur= 
ers’ Life Insurance Co., began his third 
day on the witness stand before tho 
Royal Insurance Commission yesterday 
morning. 

To Mr, Tilley, Mr. Junkin finished re- 
counting the names of committees that 
had to do with the Manufacturers’ Life 
here and elsewhere. 

Ho was asked if any policyholder 
had ever asked for information or ‘any 
Ust of policyholders had boen issued. 
Witness sald “No.” If a policyholder 
were to ask for a list of policyholders 
entitled to vote, he would turn to his 
card system, Ho would not be com- 
polled to furnish such information by 
Jaw. If he thought it was some rival 
agent ho would decline. 

Policyholders In Company's Hands. 


“}e would get the information if he 
was prepared to vole in a certain way; 
4f not he probably would not gat it; he 
would be practically in your hands?” 

“Yes,” 

This matter had never been tested. 
He was asked if he knew why pollcy- 
holders were put on a different basis 
from shareholders regarding voting by 
proxy. He said his company simply 
followed the old charter under which 
policyholders must come personally and 
voto, 

“Thero is no way by which pollcy- 
holders are supplied with informattlon 
as to who are entitled to yote that you 


The Call Loans. 


Mr. Shepley, the senior counsel for 
the Government, took his first turn at 
examination during the morning. He 
sought from Mr. Junkin more complete 
information regarding the call loans 
which Mackenzie and Mann obtained 
from the Manufacturers’ Life, The first 
loan was for $125,000, a part of which 
was devoted to the purchase of the 
4,000 shares which the two directors 
held. The stock was hypothecated for 
the loan, and Mackenzie and Mann also 
gave as security the Inverness Rallway 
bonds. ‘To this security the Inspector 
of Insurance objected, and the Manu- 
facturera’ Life substituted other bonds. 
The first loan of $126,000 to the railway 
firm was supplemented by a later and 
smaller loan when they were amalga- 
mated, the total amount being $138,000, 
which was loaned in this instance to 
Mackenzle and Mann, Limited. For this 
Mackenzie and Mann gave as collateral 
1,600 shares of Canada Lake & Ocean 
Navigation, 1,650 shares of Imperial 
Rolling stock, and 8,566 shares of Van- 
couver Gas Co. The 4,000 shares of 
stock In the Manufacturers’ Life pur- 
ehased by Mackenzie and Mann were 


also pledged, 4 


Loan Money on Own Stock, 


“Did you think it was right to ad- 
vance money on your own stock?” ask- 
ed Mr. Shepley. 

“I don’t think it 1s.” 

Turning to the charter of the Navi- 
gation Co., Mr, Shepley showed that it 
was a especial charter, not under the 
general act. Mr. Shepley called atten- 
tion to the names mentioned in the 
incorporation. 

Witness said ho knew that Mackenzle 
and Mann were connected with the 
navigation company, but considered this 
no reason why ite shares should not be 
accepted as security by his company. 
There were few large companies in and 
around Toronto with which Messrs. 
Mackenzie and Mann and Pellatt were 
not connected, 

Methods of High Finance, 


Mr, Shepley, however, went into the 
ethics of the transaction and asked Mr. 
Junkin if he considered {t objectionable 
that the members of his board of the 
Manufacturers’ Life should be members 
of the board of a company borrowing 
money from the Manufacturers’. Mr. 
Junkin would-not admit that {t was 
wrong. He thought that the principle 
was not bad. As managing director of 
the Manufacturers’ Life he would not 
refuse to accept Toronto Railway stock, 
for ({nstance, although Messrs. Mann, 
Mackenzie and Pellatt were members 
of both boards. He was prepared to say 
that he would accept the stock of any 
company. In short, he would buy a 
good investment for the Manufacturers’ 
Life no matter where he found it. He 
wanted to'find the cheapest market al- 
ways. 

“And the directors of other com- 
panies would naturally look for the 
highest market to sell securllles,” roe- 
marked Mr. Shepley, “don't you see any 
conflict of duty, when the same direc- 
tors are on each board?” 

“A confilot of duty would not neces- 
sarily arise,” was Mr. Junikin's answer. 
Crow's Nest and Dominion Coal. 
Under examination Mr Junkin then 
proceeded to explain the investment of 


‘the company in Crow's Nest and Dom- 
inion Coal. The company secured 202 


shares of Crow's Nest Pass and 1,826 
ghares of Dominion Coal. The price of 
the stock dropped and Mr. Junkin saw 
ten of the directors who wore mainly 
responsible for accepting the security, 
and they agreed that they should per- 
sonally stand the loss, 

These ten directors formed the Pru- 
dential Securities Co, with the object 
of taking the stock off the company’s 
hands and holding {t until the markot 
improved. The insurance company ad- 
vanced $28,600 to certain of the direc- 
tors on $30,600 of securities (“a narrow 
margin,” Commented counsel), but the 
remalndor of the $240,000 was pul up In 
oash. The sale of the stock to Mac- 
kenzle and Mann and {ts repurchase 
Was a nominal sale, the wilness admit- 
ted, and Mr, Shepley tried to make the 
witness say that the repayment of Mac- 
Kenzle ond Mann's loan and their bor- 
rowing it back again was a similar tem- 
porary device. ‘They didn't glye you 
their cheque until they were sure they 
would get it back again?” said Mr. 
Shepley. 

On Sir H. M, Pellatt’s Advice. 

On the beginning of the afternoon 
session, Mr, Shepley asjed tho witnesa 
if Col. Pellatt, the vice-president, was 
the broker for the company and who 
advised the sale of the different stocks, 

Col, Pollatt was on the finance 90m- 


He advised t 
sale of stock in conjunction with other 
members of the board of directors, 

“I sco on May 16, 1902, cheque from 
Manufacturers’ Life for $40,000, and on 
May 19, you are credited with 500 shares 
Canadian Pacific and 60 shares of Com- 
mercial Cable, leaving 1 debit balance 
of $74,000. Then again there are inter- 
est cheques. Am I right?” asked coun- 


Yes." 

“Then I see no more items until Aug- 
ust, when Pellatt appears the debtor to 
the amount of $41,000, which was bal- 
anced by a sale of stock. When did 
you begin to give Pollatt security when 
you gave him orders to buy?” 

“Jf we did not pay outright, Pellatt 
held stock until he recelved our 
cheque.” + 

“Was thls purchase of C. P. R. on 
Sept. 30, 1902, 100 shares, to be paid 
for in installments. Did Pellatt owe the 
company on this date $103,3002” 

“No, that 1s not accurate.” 
‘What 1s the correct transaction?”

Witness haa hesitated, but Col. Pel-

that the company would male no loss. 

“When the stock started to go down 
was the matter reported to the finance 
committee.” 

“TI saw him myself, but we did not 
gee the committee.” 

“Was the desirability of keeping such 
a transaction out of the minutes gone 
into with Pellatt?” 

“Not at that time. I told Col. Pellatt 
that he would have to assume the loss 
himself. This he agreed to do.” 

“But the stock was still dropping?"

Col, Pellatt 
on the ground that he could not de- 
Hyer 1,000 shares of C. P. R., which he 
had bought for the company and hypo- 
thecated. 

“Who gave this explanation to the 
finance committee?” asked Mr. Shepley.

Witness took the responsibility of 
this.

THE DRAMATIC FRENCH. 


Paris Police Make Sensational Search 
of Royolists’ Houses. 

Paris, April 28—The widespread Ja- 
bor agitation took a dramatic turn to- 
day when the police executed a series 
of wholesale searches, designed to un-- 
earth an extensive plot against public 
security. The searches included the 
offices of branches of the labor feder- 
ation and the homes of labor leaders, 
prominent royal interests, Bonapartists 
and Anarchists. 

The suspects among the Royalists 
and Bonapartists jnclude the heads of 
seyeral aristocratic families, while the 
laborists who were subjected to search 
include the conspicuous heads of the 
movement planned for May 1. 

The searches were operated s{mul- 
taneously early in the morning. 

There is official authority for the 
statement that documents were re- 
celyed which proyed that royalists and 
Bonapartists had intrigued with the 
labor leaders, and liberally financed 
the reyolutionary and strike move 
ments, The searches caused a sensa- 
tion in labor and royalist circles. 


"FRISCO SUFFERS FROM RAIN. 


Army Has Assumed Control of Feeding 
the 250,000 People. 

San Francisco, April 28.—All is go- 
ing on well here, and thorough system 
has been inaugurated in the feeding of 
the 250,000 homeless sufferers, the army 
having assumed control, 

The homeless people camped in the 
perks, squares and yacant lots were 
awakened early yesterday because the 
water dripped through the improvised 
tents which afforded poor protection 
against ‘the heavy raln that began’ to 
fall about one o'clock and continued for 
several hours. Many persons were driy- 
en into nearby houses for shelter. Thou- 
sands who are withoutp roper shelter 
sands who in their wet clothes, vainly 
trying to get warm after the rain ceas- 
ed, by walking or were huddled around 
little camp fires. 

The French and Italian and Danish 
consuls at San Francisco, who were 
reported as among the missing, have 
all been heard from. They had tempor-

friends, 

Overloaded Floor Collapses. _ 
Montreal, April 28—The collapse 


yesterday morning of three floors in the 
Granger Freres wholesale stationery 
building at the corner of Place d’Armes 
and Notre Dame street, did $200,000 
damage. The accident happened at 5 
o'clock, and the employes had not yet 
come to work or there would have been 
an appalling loss of life. Overloading 
of the third floor with ten tons of books 
caused it to break down, and it carried 
the second and first floors with it clear 
to the basement. The stock is a com- 
plete loss. 


King and Queen Ascend Vesuvius. 


Naples, April 28—King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra arrived here yesterday 
from Messina after a stormy voyage. 
In spite of the inclement weather, Their 
Majesties started for Vesuvius in an 
automobile with the Duke and Duchess 
of Aosta. The roads were difficult, for 
the ashes had turned into mud. Hing 
Edward was cheerful and turned every 
discomfort into fun. Their Majesties 
gave $4,000 to the fund for the reHef 
of the sufferers by the recent eruption. 


Miners to Hold a Convention. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa., April 27.—After 
hearing the report of the sub-scale 
committee, the scale committee of the 
anthracite miners yesterday decided to 
call a convention of miners to meet in 
Scranton, Thursday, May 3. The scale 
committee, it is said, was not willing 
to take the responsibility of accepting 
the operators’ plan. 

President Mitchell last night made 
two propositions. The first proposition 
asks for an incrense in wages ranging 
from 5 to 15 per cent., according to the 
Wages now received. The second pro- 
position asks for an advance equal to 
10 cents per ton upon the total produc- 
tion of coal, to bo added to the wages 
of employes and apparently in such per~ 
centage as may be agreed upon, 

Coal Operators As They Were. 


Now York, April 28—The anthracite 
mine operators, through their sub-com- 
mittee of seven, yesterday replied to the 
latest propositions of the mine workers 
for an adjournment of the existing dalf- 
ferences in tho anthracite flelds, refus- 
ing to modify thelr position heretofore 
announced. “Your propositions aro 
wholly Inconsistent with out position 
in the premises, from which we have 
not varied,” the operators say, And 
then In conclusion: “Wo trust that on 
Thursday next the deliberate judgment 
of the anthracite workers will result 
in an acceptance of that proposition 
(to renew existing relations for three 
years).”

Bambaata Crosses Into Natal. 


Durban, Natal, May 16—It ja re- 
ported that Bambanta, the insurgent 
Zulu chief has crossed into Natal. 
Heavy gun firing was heard on May 
18 from Nkandhla, which recommenced 
yesterday afternoon. 

A despatch from Greytown says that 
serious fighting its in progress in Zulu- 
land. Heavy gun fire was heard Mon- 
day at Krantzkop. 

Several native tribes on the Natal 
side of the Tugela River are reported 
to be ready to rise. 

Searchiights promise to prove as ef- 
fective weapons in subduing the eedi- 
tion of the Zulus as thé British guns, 
jJodging from the display given Monday 
night by a native commissloner, Mr.

The 
flashing of tho light on|the surround- 
4ng hills, bringing in plain ylew the 
Kaf—r trails as far as the horizon, 
powerfully impressed tHe Zulus, who 
when the light was suddenly flashed 
in thetr faces, cowered and fell on the 
ground before what they termed the 
“latest witchcraft of the ;whites.”

Ottawa, May 16.—It having been 
charged by the Opposition that the sup- 
plies purchased for the steamer Arctic 
were of such volume that they could 
not have been stored away in the ship, 
and that exorbitant prices had been 
patd, and the further suggestion having 
been made iby Mr. R. L. Borden that 
some of the supplies mfght not have 
been placed aboard the ship at all, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier at once intimated that 
if there had been any wrongdoing on 
the part of the officials {t was In the 


Interests of the Government and the 
country that {t should be known. To 
that end a full and searching investi- 


gation by a committee of the House 
would, he promised, be glyen. 
Finicky Criticism. 

Some members of the Opposition 
criticized the Government for not hay- 
ing allowed the Arctic to safl, as Cap- 
tain Bernier had desired, for the north 
pole, and charged the Government 
with haying used the money voted for 
that purpose to meet the expense of 
patrolling the waters of Hudson’s Bay 
and other northern waters. 

Mr. Brodeur replied that the money 
was not voted for a polar expedition, 
and that the Government regarded the 
maintenance of Canadian sovereignty 
oyer the northern regions and the en- 
forcement of Canadian laws there as of 
paramount importance. He intimated 
that the Government would continue 
the patrol of northern waters; when 
the opportunity occurred he was will- 
ing to allow a hunt for the north pole 
to proceed, but in the meantime en- 
forcement of Canadian law in Cana- 
dian territory would be the first care 
of the Government. 

Mr. Borden Resentful. 


Mr. Borden, who resented. some re- 
marks of Mr. Brodeur, made it clear 
that the real object of the expedition 
was known to the Opposition by recall- 
ing the fact that the Opposition had at 
24 hours’ notice allowed the vote to go 
through, on representations made to 
him by Mr. Sifton, who showed him 
documents, which for State reasons 
could not be published, but which es- 
tablished the necessity for maintain- 
ing Canadian sovereignty in the north- 
ern regions, aud preventing a recur- 
rence there of the Alaskan boundary 
Incident. 

Dr. Roche (Marquette) yesterday af- 
ternoon introduced a bill respecting 
Government telephone systems in the 
Province of Manitoba. He explained 
that the object of the bill was to con- 
fer upon that Province power to ex- 
propriate, if necessary, existing tele- 
phone lines in the Province, doubt on 
that point haying arisen. 

Licenses On Forest Reserves. 


In committee again on Mr. Oliver's 
bill respecting forest reserves the Min- 
ister of the Interior read a list of hold- 
ers of timber licenses on the reserves 
affected. 

Mr. R. L. Borden advocated taking 
power to cancel all licenses and giving 
compensation to the license-holders. 

The committee reported progress. 
Mr, Oliver promising to bring down 
further information relating to timber 
Jeases in the Northwest. 

The Great Lone Land. 


The Senate yesterday discussed a 
resolution by Senator Davis, declaring 
that a Senate committee should be ap- 
pointed to obtain information of the re- 
sources of that part of Canada north of 
the Saskatchewan watershed, between 
Hudson Bay and the Rocky Mountains.

YOU MUST VOTE. 


Otherwise Disqualification May Follow 
For Six Years’ Term. 


Ottawa, May 16—The following re- 
solution, practically declaring for com- 
pulsory voling, was adopted at the 
Dominion election committee yester- 
day: 

Any person who does not vote at an 
election at which he 1s qualified to 
vote, shall be disqualified from voting 
at any similar election for a term of six 
years. No person, however, shall be so 
disqualified, if he has been prevented 
from voting by illness or by any other 
S00d and sufficient reason, and any 
Such person may obtain from a judge 
of any court of record, upon satisfy- 
Ing the Judge, upon cath or affirmation, 
that he had a good and sufficient rea- 
son for not voting, a certificate of en- 
franchisement, annulling the disquali- 
fication, which certificate may be in the 
form K. K. 

Any person who, while disqualified 
under the provisions of this section, 
votes or attempts to vote in any tlec- 
tion, shall be Habla to a fine of not less 
than $60 and costs, and not more than 
$100 and costs, or in default of pay- 
ment of such fine and costs, to !m- 
prisonment for any term not exceeding 
three months, and not less than one 
mmonth, with or without hard labor, 

Sections 9 and 118 of Dominion Plec- 
tions Act, 1900, are hereby repealed, 
and the following is a substitute for 
Section 118: 

The hiring or paying for, or promis- 
ing to pay for, any horse, team, car- 
riage, cab, or other yehicle, or for any 
boat, steamboat, or other vessel, by 
any candidate or his agent, or other 
Person on his behalf, to convey any 
yoter or voters to or from the polls, 
or to or from the neighborhood there- 
of, at any election, or the payment by 
any candidate or his agent, or other 
person on-his behalf, of traveling or 
other expenses of any yoter in going to 
or returning from any election, are un- 
lawful acts. (2) Pvery candidate or 
other person so offending shall forfeit 
the sum of $100 to any person who sues 
therefor, (3) Every person demanding 
r recelying from any candidate or his 


agent, or other person in his ‘behalf, 
Payment for the use of any horse, 
team, carriage, cab, or other vehicle, or 
for any boat, steamboat, or other ves- 
sel, for conveying voters as aforesaid, 
shall forfeit the sum of $100 to any 
person who sues therefor.

Tabah Evacuated By Turkish 
Troops On Britain’s Demand. 


BRITISH DIPLOMACY WINS 


How the Porte Announces tho Fact In 
an Official Despatch to Turkish Com- 
missionor at Cairo — Orders With- 
drawal of Troops, But Contends 
Negotiations Are Proceeding to 
Settto the Sinai Question. 


Cairo, Egypt, May 14——The Turkish 
Government has agreed to eyacuale 
Tabahb and all other places in Egyptian 
territory occupled by the Sultan's 
troops. 

Nothing ConditfonaL 

London, May 14.—The Foreign Office 
has not yet recelyed advices that the 
Porte has definitely acceded to the Brit- 
ish demands, but tho latest oficial des- 
patches from Constantinople intimated 
that the Sultan wus preparing to sub- 
mit, 

It Is said at the Foreign Office that 
there can be nothing “conditional” in 
tho acceptance as tho demands of 
Great Britada aro the irreducible mint 
mum. 

Demand Sultan Tries to Evade. 

According to special despatches from 
Constantinople, printed in this morn- 
ing’s newspapers, the Porte’s reply to 
the British note promised to restore 
the status quo ante on the Sinai Penin- 
sula and the demilitation of the fron- 
tier by Turkish and Egyptian officials 
now on the spot. Sir Nicholas R. 
O'Connor, the British Ambassador to 
Turkey, insists on thé delimitation by 
an Anglo-Turkish commission. This fs 
the demand the Sultan Is trying to 
evade, as it would acknowledge Great 
Britain's protectorate over Wgypt and 
the severance of Egypt from the Otto- 
Tan empire, while the Sultan wishes 
to maintain before the world that 
Egypt still is a portion of his empire. 

The Morning Post’s Constantinople 
correspondent says that Tewfik Pasha, 
the Turkish Foreign Minister, subse- 
quently furnished Ambassador O'Con- 
nor with explanations which he con- 
sidered quite satisfactory, thus ending 
the crisis. 

How Sultan Lets Himself Down. 

The Chronicle’s Alexandria corre 
spondent sent an official despatch, 
which Ghazi Ahmet Mouhktar Pasha, 
the Turkish commissioner at Cairo, re- 
ceived from Constantinople. It says: 

“As the occupation of Tabah was In- 
tended only to preserve the status quo 
of the Sinai Peninsula by preventing 
the erection of military fortifications, 
and as necessary guarantee have now 
been received, the Porte has issaed or- 
ders for its troops to withdraw from 
Tabah to their original place. They 
will be conveyed by the British cruiser 
Diana. Negotiations are now proceed- 
ing to secure a final settlement of the 
Sinai question.” 

Find 250 Bombs. 

Tiflis, May 14—The police here yes- 
terday discovered an underground 
storehouse containing 250 loaded 
bombs. 


ALL ISSUES DISPOSED OF, 


Longshoremen Sign An Agreement 
With Dock Managers. 


Cleveland, May 14.—The last of the 
points at issue in the recent strike of 
longshoremen and others on the great 
lakes were disposed of at a conference 
‘between President Keefo and others 
representing the labor element and re- 
presentatives of the dock managers Sat - 
urday afternoon. Articles of agreement 
were signed, by which the wages of the 
men are to be made the same as last | 
year, and the ten-hour day is to pre- 
yall, These were the only points of 
controversy before the conference, the 
question of recognition of the Mates’ 
Union having been previously elimi- 
nated. s 


Judge Baby Dead. 

Montreal, May 14.—Judge Baby, for- 
Mmerly of the Couurt of Appeals, died 
yesterday, He at one time represented 
Joliette in the House of Commons, and 
was Minister of Inland Revenue in Sir 
John Macdonald's first Cabinet, after 
the elections of 1878. 

Funeral Drivers Strike. 

New York, May 12.—Several hundred 
funeral drivers In the boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx went on strike 
yesterday in support of a demand for 
increased wages. At the Church of the | 
Guardian Angel, in West 23rd street, | 
while funeral services were in progresa 
a walking delegate orlered the drivers 
to leave. They obeyed, and the pall- 
benrers placed the casket on the side- 
walk until an undertaker’s wagon had 
been secured. 

The strike of 1,600 funeral drivers 
ordered tled up the undertaking bust- / 
ness in New York City so completely 
that about 150 Wodies remained un- 
buried. 


Socialist Deputies Resign. 
Rome, May 12.—All the Socialist 
members of tho Chamber of Deputies 
have resigned ag a result of the refusal 
of tho chamber to discuss the bill pre- 
sented by thelr party, providing for 
tho regulation of ‘the use of arms on 
the part of the police and troops, and 
have issued an address to the country. 
At strikers’ meetings, Socialist deputies 
delivered inflammatory speeches, and a 
resolution protesting against the use of 
arms against ‘the people was adopted. 
Later collisions between the strikers 
and police and troops took place, and 
several hours elapsed before the demon- 

strators were finally dispersed. 


Regicides Still on Top. 

Belgrade, Servia, May 12.—Tlye army 
officers have been tried by court mar- 
(lal and dismissed from the service be- 
cause they congratulated the editor of 
a local newspaper on his antl-regicide 
campaign. Tho sentence has caused a 
sensation and disposes of the bellof that 
the army is preparing to purge {tscll 
of the regicldes.

PREPARE THE REPLY) 


Commission of Douma Appoint- 
ed For the Purpose. 


MENACING SPEECHES MADE 


Unmistakeable Democratic Tendency 
Displayed In New Russian Parlia- 
ment, Which Shouts Unanimously 
For Amnesty For the Political 
Prisoners—A Completo Surprise 
In Store For Czar of Russia, 


St. Petersburg, May 14.—After a niow 
hours’ session the Douma Saturday 
adopted by acclamation a resolution 
offored by M. Rodschefl to appoint a 
commission to prepare the reply to the 
speech from the throne, in which the 
Czar will be asked to grant full amnes- 
ty to political exiles and political pris- 
oners and to suspend political execu- 
tlon 

Several of the peasant members mado 
menacing speeches. M. Alliadin, their 
leader, declared that unless amnesty 
was granted forthwith, the people would 
forcibly throw open the prison doors. 

Other members protes#d that the 
appointment of a commission wos need- 
less, that the Douma itself ought to 
demand amnesty directly, but a ma- 
Jority of the House concurred in the 
belief that a commission would draft 
a more moderate resolution. 

No speaker occupied more than ten 
minutes in delivering his remarks. The 
peasants were surprisingly forcible. 

The Voice of Russia, 

The session was marked by an ovyer- 
whelming democratic determination to 
demand a constitution, Tho session 
has solved all doubts as to the attitude 
of the Russian people toward the Gov- 
ernment and the Czar. The volce of 
Russia is against not the bureaucracy 
alone, but against autocracy as well. 

The pity of it all is that it will come 
as @ complete surprise to the sovereign 
himself, who until now, has hedged 
himself about with barriers against 
truth. He is for the moment under the 
full influence of the worst element of 
the refractlonary leaders, who have 
brought Russia to her present dire ex- 
tremity . 

President Murontzeff read several 
telegrams of felicitation, one being from 
the Finnish assembly, which greeted 
Russia's Parliament on behalf of the 
Finnish nation. Thic was th first de- 
spatch read, and was recognized as a 
Finnish declaration of separate politi- 
cal existence. 

Shouted For Amnesty. 


A scene of wild enthusiasm marked 
the reception of telegranis from politi- 
cal prisoners in Siberia and Archangel, 
welcoming a free Parliament. The 
members of the Douma stood up and 
shouted almost unanimously for amnes- 
ty. 

A regiment of infantry was stationed 
outside the Tauride Palace, where the 
Douma met. A large and enthusias- 
tic crowd was gathered about the buiid- 
ing. 

The balloting for vice-presid&nts re- 
sulted by 438 against 261 votes in the 
choice of the combination ticket, name- 
ly, Prince Peter Dolgoroukoff and Prof. 
Grodeskul of Kharkoff. 

The Lower House adjourned untit 
Tuesday. 

The Polish deputies Saturday began 
their campaign for autonomy by intro- 
ducing a resolution for a paragraph on 
that subject in the reply to the speech. 

Father Gapon Found Hanged. 


St. Petersburg, May 14.—The mystery 
of the fate of Father Gapon apparent- 
ly was cleared up yesterday by the dis- 
covery of a corpse, which has almost 
positively been identified as that of the 
former priest, hanging In the upper 
chamber of a lonely villa in ‘the summer 
Suburb of Ozerki, Finland. 


BOUND FOR OTTAWA, 


W. T. R. Preston and A. F. Jury Both 
In on Empress of Britain. 


Quebec, May 14—The new C. P. R. 
Steamer, the Empress of Britain, ar- 
rived at 10.30 Saturday night, with 
1,439 passengers on board, mainly Eng- 
Ush emigrants bound for the west. 

“We were only out of sight of land 
for four days,” sald Sir ‘Thomas 
Shaughnessy, “and had only a few 
hours of bad weather.” 

Among the saloon passengers were 
W. T. R Preston, and AF. Jury, the 
immigration agent at Liverpool, who 
stated that Preston had a “gold mine.” 
Their relations enroute to Canada 
Were quite strained, and both started 
at once for Ottawa.

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


Edifice on Mohawk Reserve, Near Des- 
eronto, Burned to Ground. 

Descronto, May 14.—During the flerce 
electrical storm which passed over this 
section of the country Saturday night 
the English Church situated on the Mo- 
hawk reserve about one mile west of 
Deseronto was completely demolished. 

The Wehtning struck the northwest 
comer of the structure, igniting tho 
framo work, and, unfortunately, ao 
heavy wind from the west fanned tha 
flames the entire length of the build- 
Ing. 

Rellef was sent out from Deseronto, 
but as there was no water within 
reach they could offer no resistance to 
the flames. 

The beautiful stained glass window 
was entirely destroyed, but nearly all 
the fixings were removed.

SAN FRANCISCO’S RESOLVE. 


Prices of Satoon Licenses Raised From 
$100 to $500, 

San Francisco, May 14—The liquor 
question was again discussed Saturday 
by the authorities, and it was proposed 
that the charter of the city be amended 
so that a saloon Mcense, which has here— 
tofore been $100 a year shall be raised 
to $500. Before the fire there were 4,000 
saloons in San Francisco, Saturday 
the police board of commissioners 13- 
sued an order that all private clubs 
cease dispensing liquor to members. 

Mayor Schmitz has directed that per- 
sons made homeless by fire be concen- 
trated in two great camps, one in the 
Potrero, and the other at Golden Gate 
Pari. This action has been made ne- 
cessary for sanitary reasons. At pres- 
ent every vacant square is covered with 
tents of homeless campers. 

A general reduction in the city’s 
working force within the next 30 days 
Will be ordered. Plans are under dis- 
cussion whereby the most rigid 
economy may be enforced in municipal 
affairs. About 300 city employes will 
lose their positions or suffer a reduc- 
tion in salary. 


RHEIN AND EVELINE COLLEDE. 


2,300 Immigrants On the Rhein Are 
Thrown Into a Panic. 


New York, May 14—A slight collis- 
ion between the North German Lloyd 
liner Rhein and the British steamer 
Eveline occurred Saturday in the har- 
bor during a heavy fog. Several dents 
were made in the iron plates on the 
Sides of both vessels, but no serious 
damage was apparent. 

Over 2,300 immigrants on the Rhein 
became wild with fear when the scrap- 
ing noises began, and thelr screams 
were heard for a long distance through 
the fog. 


Another Revolution In San Domingo. 

Washington, May 14—Reports haye 
reached the State Department of the 
organization of another revolutionary 
moyement directed against the Govern- 
ment of President Caceres of Santo 
Domingo. It is umderstood that Porto 
Rico is the base of operations, and it is 
supposed that ex-Presidents Morales 
and Jiminez are the leaders of the 
movement.

RIGHTS OF MINORITY 


| Hon. Edward Blake Stands For Roman 
Catholic Rights !n Education— 
1 Cites Canada In Argument. 


London, May 10.—(C. A. P.)—During 
‘the debate on the educational bill Tues- 
day night Mr. Edward Blake, in a 
epeech which endorsed the views which 
have been ‘expressed on behalf of the 
Roman Catholics by Messrs T. P. 
O'Connor, MacLean and BP. Cecil, sald 
‘that he had enjoyed the privilege of a 
Jong and varled experience of the rela- 
tions between Roman Catbolics and 
Protestants in their controyersles on 
this subject. 

He had always taken a stand on 
broad general principles, and when the 
Minister of Education sald all minori- 
tles must suffer he admitted that some 
suffering might sometimes be inevit- 
able in carrying out n measure of great 
public policy, but he had always held 
the view that in these controversies the 
strong should be generous to the weak. 

He contended also that the jealousy 
of tho Roman Catholics against Inter- 
ferenco with thelr religious views ought 
to bo respected, and if possible avert- 
ed, in the course of the legislation. 

After all, the parent was a member 
of the state and contributed to the rates 
of taxes out of which the educational 
system was maintained, therefore It 
wus not a benefaction or subsidy that 
he was asking for. That a share in the 
public control would be demanded of all 
state schools was foreseen, but It wus 
in the extent and character of the me- 
thods of Interference and in the inad- 
equacy of the safeguard that he and 
his friends belleved the bill would be 
fundamentally vicious, and to trench 
unwarrantably on the rights of the 
Catholic minority. 

It was essential to security of the 
minority that clause four should be 
made compulsory and not merely per- 
missive. 

To leave the question whether that 
clause should come Into force or not 
to the judgment of each authority 
would be throwing Into the hands of 
bigots the means of creating a rellgious 
controversy. 

In Canada, as preliminary to the new 
constitution of 1887, it was agreed that 
the rights of the dissentient religious 
minorities should be secured as funda- 
Mental articles of constitution. ‘The 
first element of finality for this educa- 
tional question was to insure that the 
protection of clause four be available. 
They knew too well the diMculty of 
passing acts of Parilament to protect 
the Roman Catholic minority in this 
country against the Protestant major- 
ity. 

Clause four of Mr, Birrell’s education 
Dill is to the effect that religious teach- 
ing is at the option of the local auth- 
ority, but shall not be denominational 
except in transferred schools, and then 
under certain conditions. 


A 30-YEAR CYCLE, 


Prince of Wales Publicly Gives Thanks 
In Westminster Abbey. 
London, May 14.—Following the pre- 
cedent established by his father when 
he returned from India 30 years ago, 
the Prince of Wales’ yesterday public- 
ly gave thanks for his safe journey to 
the Indian Empire at a service held in 
Westminster Abbey. 
The service was attended by King 
Edward and all the members of the 
Toyal family now here, a contingent of 
officers, which accompanied the prince 
on the trip, a distinguished company 
from the households of the King, and 
the Prince of Wales, and a large assem- 
blage of the general public. 


Pulijanes on the Warpath. 


Mani)a, May 14.—The following de- 
gpaich has been received from Acting 
Governor Cinco of the Island of Sa- 
mar: “A band of twenty-four Puli- 
janes, having five rifles and other wea- 
pons, entered the town of Inabangan to- 
day, killing one and wounding seven 
residents, burning and looting thirty-: 
houses and taking over twenty re: 
dents prisoners, ‘Troops, constabutary, 
Policemen, and volunteers are pursuing 
the band.” George Curry, the governor 
of Samar, says that all the residents 
of Samar will shortly call on the goy- 
ernor-general and indorse the policy of 
extermination of the rebeRious natives. 


For Catifornia’s Relief. 
Washington, D.C., May 15—The Red 
Cross receipts up to date for the re- 
lief of California earthquake  suffer- 
ers aggregate $2,125,000. Money is 
still reaching the treasurer at the 
rate of several thousands a day. There 
is about $1,700,000 on hand unexpend- 
ed. The secretary of the Chinese Lega- 
tion has added $30,000 to his original 
contribution of $10,000 from individuals 
in China. 


Ottawa Mar Killed. 
Dunkirk, N. ¥., May 15.—Atbert En- 
wright, 19 years old, operator of one of 
the electric cranes at the Brooks Loco- 
motive Works, was so badly injured by 
being caught between an iron girder 
and an electric trayeling crane that he 
died yesterday. Enwright’s home was 
No. 445 Lisgar street, Ottawa, Canada.

al Kuzmich, commander of the Port, 
who was very unpopular with the work- 
mon, was assassinated here yesterday 
by workmen whose May Day demon- 
stration he had attempted to stop. 
The admiral was Killed at the new 
admiralty works, a Government instl- 
tution where most of the 2,000 men em- 
ployed there reported for duty at 6 
o'clock yesterday morning. They want- 
ed to march out al once In a body and 
but 


celebrate the Russian May Day, 
finally agreed to work till 2 o'clock. 
The admiral, however, cancelled this, 
and at about 9.30 a, m., according to 
an officer who was al the gate of the 
works, the admiral was emerging from 
a small shop In the works when a work- 
man, who has been concealed around 
the corner of the building leaped on 
Kuzmich from behind and drove a long 
dagger into his back. The admiral fell 
forward on his face and expired \m- 
mediately. ‘The assassin fled into a 
large forge, where he was lost among 
the men employed there. The dagger 
which was found was concealed in a 
round stick like a sword cane. 

Kuzmich had the reputation among 
the workmen of being harsh and de- 
spotic, c 

May Day Demonstration. 

The workmen of St. Petersburg yes- 
terday made an imposing showing in 
thelr May Day celebration. Practically 
every factory, mill and shop in the city 
was {dle, over 200,000 men joining in 
the demonstration. 

Why Every Family Wants Amnesty. 

St Petersburg, May 16.—A crisis 
over the question of granting amnesty 
already confronts the Emperor, 


who 
will be compelled to yield or accept the 
gage of battle. 

Almost every family in Russia con- 
tains a member or relative who has suf- 
fered or is now suffering for his politi- 
cal opinions, and their demand for the 
Telease of ali political offenders has fir- 
ed the imagination of the country. 


The Radicals in the Lower House in- 
sist that a demand for amnesty should 
be presented to the Emperor as an ul- 
timatum. This the moderate leaders of 
the Constitutional Democrats have thus 
far succeeded in preventing, but if the 
tide continues to rise they must bow to 
the will of the Radicals or their leader- 
ship will be swept away. 

It is extremely significant that a 
Strong faction in the Upper House is 
advocating the necessity for meeting 
the popular demands. 


DEATH OF CARL SCHURZ 


Prominent Figure In United States 
Politics Passes Away. 


New York, May 15—Carl Schurz, 
widely Imown as a publicist, and form- 
er Cabinet member, died at his home 
in this city at 4.35 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

He was born in the Village of Lib- 
Jar, near Cologne, in 1829 and had ex- 
citing experiences in the revolutionary 
movement in Germany, while attending 
the University of Bonn. When the up- 
rising came in 1849 he served as a pri- 
vate in the ranks of the insurgents. 
Soon after his marriage Schurz came 
to this country, locating first at Phila- 
delphia. Three years later he re 
moved to Wisconsin, and during the 
succeeding 20 years he was one of the 
prominent figures in the political his- 
tory of the country. He went to Spain 
as United States Minister in 1861, later 
resigning to return and serve in the 
civil war, during which he earned the 
title of major-general. In 1869 he was 
elected to the United States Senate 
from Missouri. 

In 1887 he became secretary of the 
Interior in the Cabinet of President 
Hayes. During his tenure of office 
Mr, Schurz effected wide reforms in 
the administration of the department. 

At the close of his term of office he 
came to New York and devoted near- 
ly all the remainder of his long life to 
editorial and literary work. 


Distrust of Chamberlain. 


London, May 15.—The debate in the 
House of Commons on the education 
Dill has justified the distrust in which 
a certain section of the Unionist party 
have always held Mr. Chamberlain: 
Many Conservatives in voting for his 
fiscal policy failed to remember that Mr, 
Chamberlain was Unitarian, and in 
educational matters not sympathetla 
with the Orthodox church party. He 
has now caused consternation by ac- 
cepting the main principles of the edu- 
eation bill, though with reservations as 
to Roman Catholic requirements. 


Powder Magazines Explode. 

Bridgeport, Conn., May 15.—The ex- 
plosion of four magazines located on 
Success Hill, in the northern section of 
Bridgeport, early yesterday shook up 
this section as if by an earthquake, but, 
Temarkable as it May seem, no person 
is thought to have been injured and 
the property damage is chiefly limited 
to the demolition of windows in houses 
and business buildings in the city and 
suburban towns. 


Sentenced to Two Years. 
Belleville, May 15—Patrick Lawlor 
of Toronto was on trial bere yesterday 
fvefore Judge Deroche, charged with 
complicity in a burglary at Shannon- 
ville on March 17. The judge found 


Lawlor guilty and sentenced him to 
two years in the penitentiary. 

All Protests Dismissed. { 

Prince Albert, Sask. May 15.—The

SOME LIVELY TIMES! 


Caused Ey Quarrel Between W. 
T. R. Preston and A. Jury. 


RE TRAVELING EXPENSES 


Return Relating to Squabbles of Immi- 
gration Officials of Canada In Britain 
Tabled In the House — Jury's 
Charges and Confession — Mr. 
Preston's Complaint—When Mr. 
Jury Went Broke. 


Ottawa, May 12.—A 7eturn relating 
to the squabbles between Mr. W. T. R- 
Preston on the one hand, and Messrs. 
GriMfith and Just of the High Commis- 
sioner’s office, and Mr. Alfred Jury, 
emigration agent at Liverpool, on the 
other, was tabled yesterday. 

it is alleged that Messrs. Griffith and 
Jury, and a Mr. Thomas Duncan, who 
is not now in the service, were char- 
ging first-class fares whenever they 
traveled, and only paying second or 
third class. This led to an order issuing 
from Ottawa forbidding the practice 
under penalty of immediate dismissal. 
Mr. Preston, in his letter, charges 
Griffith, Jury and Duncan with send- 
ing in fraudulent accounts. 

Mr. Jury’s Charges. 

Mr. Jury, in one communication, 
says that Preston was aware all along 
of what had been done, but in a mo- 
ment of pique stopped his first-class 
fares and ordered him to travel third, 
which he refused to do, Preston, he 
states, then held up the accounts until 
ordered by the department to pay them. 
“So far as I am concerned,” observes 
Mr. Jury, “the difference between first 
and third class fares has not gone ‘nto 
my pocket for myself, but to recoup 
me for out-of-pocket expenses that one 
must incur if one wants to make one 
self on terms of good-fellowship with 
the steamship agents in this country, 
and also to recoup me the money that 
I haye to give to distressed Canadians 
who are calling at the office at the rate 
of two or three a day.” 

Mr. Preston’s Complaint. 

Mr. Preston was asked to establish 
amicable relations with the staff. He 
states that the animosity towards him 
only exists on the part of the officers 
named, and alleges that it is because 
he stopped their fraudulent accounts. 
“From that day to the present,” he de- 
clares, “notwithstanding the most hu- 
miliating advances on my part, ill-will 
and constant insults have been my por- 
tion from the clique whose perquisites 
were threatened by my action, and who 
have been at work ever since to dis- 
credit me with the department.” 

Mr. Jury “Went Broke.” 

In a letter of the 26th of February, 
1905, from Mr. Jury to Mr. Preston, the 
former complains that he has no funds, 
and he adds: “I am broke, and unless 
I get some money I cannot complete 
my lecture engagements. I have not 
any gold mines in the shape of the 
Canadian Labor Bureau or the North 
Atlantic Trading Co. to draw from. By 
the way, I see from the Auditor-Gen- 
eral’s report that it is a very good gold 
mine. Do you know if there are any 
shares for sale in that com#any? You 
may be able to get me in on the ground 
floor.” 

Mr. Preston was highly indignant on 
account of this letter. He wrote to 
the department, drawing attention to 
the charges contained in Mr. Jury’s 
communication, and asked for his dis- 
missal. 

On another occasion Mr. Jury warns 
Mr. Preston: “Don’t monkey with the 
buzz-saw; sign these cheques and send 
them along.” 


RAILWAY COMMISSION. 


Decision On the Rate Discrimination 
Charges Reserved. 

Toronto, May 12—The Railway Com- 
mission yesterday heard the conclusion 
of the complaint of the William Davies 
Co. that the increase in the railway 
rate on pork-packing produce from 16 
1-2c to 19 cents per hundred pounds 
was unjust and unreasonable. 

Hon. Mr. Blair, who appeared for the 
C. P. R. Co., safd that he thought the 
Davies Co. made their complaint be- 
cause they had formerly enjoyed a low- 
er rate. 

The Commission closed its hearing 
of evidence on the discrimination 
charges during the afternoon. It reser- 
ved decision on the specific charge 
made by the Wm. Davies Co.

EMPEROR OF GERMANY. 


Great Man In Commerce Says Burdon 
Haldane at Banquet. 


London, May 16.—A large number of 
burgomasters and councillors of the 
principal cities of Germany, who aro 
visiting Ingland to study municipal in- 
stitutions in this country, began Mon- 
day a round of entertainments. 

They wore banqueted Monday night. 
Lord Avebury (formerly Sir John Lub- 
bock) presiding, Richard Burdon Hal- 
dane, Secretary of War, speaking in Ger- 
man, toasted Dmperor William and tho 
Empress of Germany, 

He sald the outloolc commercially be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany was 
better than ever before. Germany was 
fortunate in haying an emperor who 
is possessed of the real spirit of modern 
times. It behooyed Hnglishmen, Mr. 
Haklanoe sald, to do the Emperor full 
justice. He was a great man and had 
done much for commerce. Mr. Hal- 
done hoped the friendship between 
England and Germany would be lasting. 

One of the visitors from Berlin, re- 
sponding, sald Mr, Haldane’s remarks 
would be greatly appreciated in Ger- 
many. 

During the course of the banquet a 
telegram was recelved from King Bd- 
ward Inviting the German visitors to 
Windsor Castlo on Friday, when, he 
said, it will glve him great pleasure 
to receive them, adding that he trusted 
their yislt to Bngland would be in every 
way pleasant and successful. 


NO EXTRADITION FOR HIM. 


Montreal Frees Former N. Y. Customs 
Officer Convicted of Conspiracy. 

Montreal, May 16—Although con- 
victed on a charge of defrauding {he 
United States customs, Charles C. 
Browne, a former New York customs 
officers, was set at lfberty Monday af- 
ternoon by Judge Laverdne. 

Browne was sentenced by the United 
States courts to two years’ invprison- 
ment and to pay a fine of $10,000 for 
conspiracy with a silk firm to bring in 
silcs under there true valuation. While 
awaiting decision of the appeal he fled 
to Canada. He was arrested here. 

Judge Laverdne held that the only 
charge lald against/him here, that of 
conspiracy, does not come within the 
scope of the extradition laws. 

The United States Government does 
not propose to allow Charles C. Browne 
to go scot free. Browne was again 
placed under arrest last night. 


REVENGE OF MRS. O'LEARY. 


Mutilated Clothes of Amorous Boarder 
and Is Fined. 

Ottawa, May 16.—Mrs. O‘Leary, aged 
about 50 years, a widow, from Toronto, 
was fined $20 and costs yesterday for 
entering the room of James Grant, 
boarding on Slater street, and mutilat- 
ing his clothing. 

The allegation is that Grant was an 
amorous boarder with Mrs. O’Leary in 
Toronto, and that he promised to take 


her to San Francisco to start a restau-! 


rant together, and that on the strength 
of this she sold her furniture and gaye 
up her Toronto home. ‘ 

Letters from Grant, delaying matters, 
brought her to Ottawa. She paid tha 
fine, but in view of the treatment ac- 
corded her, the magistrate did not as- 
sess her for damages to the clothes, 
saying Grant could collect in some oth- 
er court If he wanted to.

The machine is a Canadian in- 
vention, and is manufactured by the 
Sub-Target Gun Co., Toronto. It is 
a marvelous device, and tha demand 
for ithe machina is already, yecy/larze 
especially in the United States. She 
Education Department of Ontario 
has desided ta place a machine in ey- 
ery High school \where there is a 
Cadet Corps inj Good stendi: Z, and 
also to furnish a limited number to 
Militia, companies. There are some 
fifty active cadet corps in Ontario at 
present. This means that thousands 
of lads’ will ga out from those schools 
properly instructed in holdjng, aim- 
ing anf firinz a rifle; that, ithey will 
get unlimited practice in this work 
without danzen or expenso; ‘that the 
instructor can see every falso moyo 
that is made, oan correct every defeot 
in aiming and pulling; can, in fact, 
prepare them to use ammunition in- 
tellizgently. and without waste 

The gun was set up here last week 
by Mr. G. I. Riddell, the manager af 
the Company. It is difficult ta \zive 
on intelligent description of the ma- 
chine, suffice it to say that an ord- 
inary rifle is attaehedi td a ball-bear- 
ing contrivance which permits of 
absolutely {free movement of the 
weapon by ‘the pupil, but so arranzed 
that when aim is taken at the dis- 
tant ‘tanget. and the trigger pulled, 
a pointer registers, on! a sub-target 
near ‘by theiactual score that would 
bo made by the shooter if the Zun 
were loaded. The pointer is operal- 
ed by an electric battery, one wire 
of whioh is attached to the trizzer 
of the gun. Tho aub-tarzet on the 
machino is in full view of the instruo- 


tor, but out of sizht of the pupil, —

Insurance Commission Uncovers 
National Agency 


SHAREHOLDERS POWERLESS 


How Manager of the Compary Realized 
$4,000 In a Transaction In His Own 
Stock—Summary of the Evidenco 
Shows Singular Power of Direc- 
tors Im Matter of Voting Bon- 
uses — Week's Adjournment. 


Toronto, May 10.—The shareholders 
of the National Agency had the power 
to yote at annual mestings or give 
proxies, but they were so bound that 
every right was practically taken away 
from them. An interesting light on the 
méthods by which the shareholders of 
the Agency Company, which controlled 
the Union Life Insurance Co., wers 
Jockeyed out of their right to a voice in 
the affairs of the company was shown 
at the Dominion Insurance Commission 
yesterday morning. 

One sample of financing brought out 
Was the purchase by Mr. Evans, the 
Manager of the company, of stoci in 
the concern. The stock was paid for 
with a note. The stock was sold at an 
advance of from 315 to $25 a share, and 
the note was taken up. When he sold 
he realized about $4,000 on the deal 

Will Adjourn on Friday. 

The commission will adjourn on Fri- 
day evening for a week, or rather until 
May 21, when the investigation into the 
other Toronto Insurance companies will 
be resumed. Although the city is charg- 
ing 325 each day for the use of the 
room In which the sessions are being 
held, the regular courts have the first 
claim, and there will be no place for the 
commission, The announcement was 
made by Judge MacTavish at the open- 
ing of the session, and the insurance 
men present were visibly relleved. 

The main points of evidence yester- 
day simmered down, are briefly: 

First—Evans and Symons held the 
National Agency in complete control 
Bvery resolution and bylaw was drawn 
up to place the entire control of the 
Union Life In their hands.

The National Agency declared a ten 
per cert. dividend to procure sales for 
its stock 

No shareholder could vote against 
the management or policy of the Na- 
tional Co. 

The examination of H. G. Harvey, 
the actuary of the company will be 
commenced this morning. 


WARSHIPS AT PIRAEUS. 


Britain’s Ships Active on the Confines 
of Turkey. 

‘Athens, May 10—The British fleet, 
consisting of twenty-one warships, is 
lying at Piraeus with steam up. 

They will be further augmented to- 
day by the arrival of the second cruis- 
er squadron commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Louis of Battenberg. 

Suez, Egypt, May 10.—A strong patrol 
of Egyptian coast guards, with five 
guns, has proceeded to the eastern side 
of the canal. 


Longshoremen Strike Settled. 


Cleveland, May 10—Following con- 
ferences between President Keefe of 
the Longshoremen’s Union and allied 
labor interests and representatives of 
the dock managers’ commission, an- 
nounced last night that the strike of 
the longshoremen on the lakes has 
been settled. The men will go back to 
work on the basis of last season's 
wages, pending another conference. 
The strike involved fully 20,000 men 
employed on the great lakes. . 


“White Cap” Gang Rounded Up. 

Jackson, Mich, May 10.—Over 300 
cRizens of Franklin County, charged 
with being members of an alleged 
“White Cap” organization, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of intimidating 
the Government homesteaders, and 
were each assessed the minfmum fine 
of $26 and three months’ imprisonment. 
The imprisonment was held up pend- 
ing good behaviour. Among those in- 
dicted was the sheriff of Franklin 
County. 


Frost In Western Canada.

British Demands Accepted In 


Full By Turkey. 


NO CONDITIONS ATTACHED | 


Satisfactory Agreement Announced In 
the House ef Commons by Ear! Grey 
—A Joint Commission Will Delimit 
the Sinai Peninsula Boundary— 
An Anti-Pan-Islamic Demon- 
stration by British Troops. 


Constantmopie, May 15—The Turk- 
ish Government has notified Ambassa- 
dor O'Connor of its full acceptance of 
the British demands. 

Great Britain Satisfied. 
London, May 15—The Anglo-Turk- 
ish difficulty has been settled to the 
satisfaction of Great Britain, the Turk- 
ish Government having yielded on all 
points unconditionally. 

Foreign Secretary Grey announced in 
the House of Commons yesterday that 
a satisfactory note had been received 
from the Turkish Government, acced- 
ing to the British demands that a 
joint commission be appointed to de- 
limitate the Sinai Peninsula frontier. 

A Counter Demonstration. 

Alexandria, Egypt, May 15—The Brit- 
ish garrison of Alexandria, consisting of 
infantry and artillery, with bands 
playing and colors flying, marched 


through the main streets of the town 
yesterday and paraded on the big 
Square. The object of this military de- 
monstration, was to re-assure and im- 
press the natives who had been some- 
what disturbed by the recent Pan-Is- 
lamic campaign Jaunched by the sup- 
porters of the Turkish action on the 
Sinai peninsula. 


Daring Robbery In Winnipeg. 
Winnipeg, May 15—A daring robbery 
Was perpetrated on Main street yesier- 
day afternoon when a man taking ad- 
vantage of a inll in street traffic, con- 
sequent upon a downpour of rain, 
smashed the window in Henry Birks & 
Sons’ jewelry store and snatched a 
tray of diamond rings valued at $7,000. 
He tripped in his flight and stumbied, 
Josing fifteen of the eighteen rings 
which the trap contained. These were 
recovered, but the booty he retained 
was valued at about $1,200. 


Transfering Their Policies. 


London, May 15—The British policy- 
holders of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Co. of New York are being organized 
imto rival camps. Those following the 
plan outlined by the “protection com- 
mittee,” headed by R. C. Haldeman, 
the former London manager of the Mu- 
tual, yesterday flocked to the offices of 
the North British & Mercantile Insur- 
ance Co.,| where they filled out papers 
transferring their policies to the Brit- 
ish concern. 


Desert Lumber Woods. 

Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., May 15—Be- 
cause of the heavy demand for labor in 
the Canadian Northwest, the lumber- 
men of the upper peninsula of Michi- 
gan, will find it difficult to secure wood- 
men during the next few months, as 
men are leaving for Canada by the 
hundreds. It is estimated that already 
5,000 men have gone to Fort William 
to work on the Grand Trunk Pacific.

Inland Revenue Officers Roundup Com- 
plete Illicit Distillery Near Hull, 


Ottawa, May 14.—A large distillery 
plant was seized on Friday afternoon 
near North Wakefield, Que. by Toronto 
Inspector Floody of the Inland Revenue 
Department, assisted by Dr. Freeland 
and Officer Slattery of the local staff. 

The plant was operated by Joseph 
Brossard, and it was stated at Hull Sat- 
urday that it was the most complete 
and scientific outfit ever captured in 
Canada 

In the distiBery were found two bar- 
rels of whiskey, eight large hogsheads 
of fermented mash, a tnrge quantity of 
corn, potatoes, yeast and other articles, 
‘The distiller used a gasoline stove for 
boiling, the same being fed by naptha 
from two large reservoirs. The force 
pumps were ysed for cooling purposes.

thropic measures looking toward the 
betterment of home life amonz the

The explanation of his appear- 
ance came later, when a ukase was read, 
appointing Count Witte and M. Menuk- 
hin, former Minister of Justice, to be 
members of the Council of the Em- 
pire. After the members had signed 
the oath the body adjourned. 
Optimistic Spirit. 

‘The impression left by Thursday's 
historic day is on the whole optimistic. 
Even the Radical papers assumed a Te 
ther hopeful tone. 

The Constitutional Democrats, how- 
ever, are in no wise dismayed at the 
prospect of having to continue the 
struggle. It is already apparent that 
they intend to nail the flag of a con- 
stitutional monarchy to the masthead, 
but their first efforts will be directed to 
forcing general political amnesty from 
the unwilling hands of the Emperor. 

The detiverance of the political pris- 
oners and those who have suffered for 
freedom's cause is now a passion with 
the masses, and it is difficult to see 
how the Government will be able to re- 
sist, 


Demand Amrtesty. 


‘The central committee of the Consti- 
tutional Democrats is worklng out a 
reply to the speech from the ‘throne. 
The principal points will be amnesty 
and equality of political and civil rights. 

An attempt wil be made to come to 
an agreement with the peasants, who 
are drawing up an independent reply. 
Their chief demands are amnesty, the 
re-organization of the labor laws, the 
re-organization of the army, the dis- 
banding of the Cossacks, the separation 
of church and state, a general extension 
of the schools, and equal rights for all 
nationalities.

TURKEY FLUSTERED. 


Britain's Ultimatum Mus! Be Met by 
Sunday Midnight or the Big Fleet 
Will Get Busy. 


London, May 12.—Diplomatic actly- 
ity seems to foreshadow an amicable 
settlement of the Tabah difficulty. Both 
at London and Constantinople, Turkey 
js seeking to make an arrangement. 

The latest despatches from Constan- 
tinople state the Sultan's advisers 
counsel yielding to the British de- 
mands, and that on Thursday Turkey 
offered to evacuate the disputed points, 
but on conditions that were not accep- 
table to Great Britain. It is understood 
the decision now rests with the Sultan, 
who is studyJog the matter. 

Meanwhile the British naval pre- 
parations are maturing. A despatch 
from Athens announces that the Medi- 
terranean fleet {s ready for immediate 
departure. Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg’s cruiser squadron left Phalerum 
Bay last night for an unknown destina- 
tion. The great size of the British fleet 
io Turkish waters js due to probable 
necessity of providing landing parties 
should Turkey continue obdurate. 

It is practically certain that there 
will be no attempt to force the Dar- 
danelles or make a demonstration be- 
fore Constantinople. Rear Admiral 
Lambton’s squadron at Port Said is in 
readiness to protect the Suez Canal 
should the Turks attempt to advance 
along the BI Arish route. He has sey- 
eral light cruigers and torpedo boats. 

The terms fixed by the British ulltt- 
matum to Turkey expires at midnight 
Sunday.

NEWS TO THE WEST. 


Mr. Ames’ Charges of Land Blanketing 
By Speculators. 

Ottawa, May 12.—The debate instl- 
tuted by Mr. Ames on the alleged blan- 
keting of lands in the Northwest was 
resumed yesterday and continued until 
9.30 last evening, when it quietly 
lapsed, and the House went into Com- 
mittee of Supply. 

Member after member from the 
Northwest during the debate rose and 
stated that the things alleged by the 
member for St. Antoine division did 
not exist to the extent stated, other- 
wise they would have heard of them. 

Mr. Adamson, for example, referred 
to the eight cases cited by Mr. Ames, 
where the latter charged that men 
were holding illegally and through the 
unfair connivance of the department.

Ottawa, May 12—The plans filed by 
Mackenzie & Mann for the construction 
of their proposed line between Geor- 
gian Bay and Montreal were discussed 
yesterday before the Minlster of Rail- 
ways, 

Mr. Drinkwater of the C. P. R. want- 
ed fuller information about the western 
end of the proposed line, and the west- 
ern section was held over accordingly. 

The entrance to Ottawa, planned to 
be made through one of the finest parks 
and showing thirteen level crossings, 
was laid over. The Minister plainly 
intimated, however, that it could not be 
approved, 

The sections between Montreal and 
St. Andrew's and between Hawkesbury 
and Ottawa were approved. The sec- 
tion between Hawkesbury and St. An- 
drew’s stands over in order that an 
arrangement may be made to keep 
north of the Carillon and Grenville 
road.

Differences of Opinion As to Depletion 
of Water of Lake Michigan. 
Washington, May 11—After two days 
of executive session on the Burton bill 
for the preservation of Niagara Falls, 
the House committee on rivers and 
harbors yesterday appointed a sub-com- 
mittee to take the bill in hand and re- 
port May 21 to the entire committee.

When both 
roads amalgamated this was unnec- 
essary, and dollars were saved au 
round. The G. T. R’y bought up the 
G: W. R’y in the year 1882, and ev- 
erything was to be turned over on 
nm certain date at 12p.m/ Some Am- 
ericam creditors of the G. W. Ry 
were afraid thaf their claims would 
be no good after the amalzamatioa 
and, in order to protect themselves, 
seized the ferry steamers at Detroit, 
thus holding up all the trains for 
about twelve hours. It was a cold, 
raw night and the railway people, 
with that proverbial stupidity that 
they are taught to assume on such 
cecasions, of course knew absolute- 
ly nothing about the cause of the 
delay.

Ati the end of the 
week be found that) his health e- 
mained excellent, and his food bill 
amounted to 75 cents. | During the 
secone, week of his experiment he 
dived on prepared daurngccous foods 
and, fruit, eating, 9 1-2 ounces and 
spending; exactly 6 cents daily. In 
the fourth week he reduced his al- 
lowance to half g pound of food a 
day and an exponditumy of 4 cents; 
and for the last two weeks he in- 
oreased his daily allowance to maine 
ounces. _At the end of hiv six weeks’ 
triali be found himself betier aad 
stronger than when he n the ex- 
periment, while his total food bill far 
the period was exactly, $2.40, an aver- 
age cost of 5 bent a day. 

A lady wha was for a few weeks 
reduced to very, low ‘inanoial straits 
brought sthe wost of living still 
lower. All thai she was able to allow 
borself for this purpose was 24 cents 
a week, and on ‘this pitiful allowance 
she maintaingd health and strength 
for several weeks.

Imperial Limited Train Robbed 
By Masked Trio. 


AFTER FRISCO REMITTANCES 


Although Thieves Confined Their Oper- 
ations to the Mail Car the Most Val- 
uable Letters and Exprees Matter 
Escaped the Robbers — Big Re- 
wards Offered For the Taking 
“Dead or Alive” of Bandits. 


'Victorla, B. C., May 10—Three mask- 
ed train robbers, whose leader is believ- 
ed (to be Bill Miner, the organizer of 
the Mission Clty hold-up of two years 
ago, Tucsday night held up the Cana- 
dian Pacific transcontinental express 
No. 97 (the Imperial Limited) nine miles 
westward of Kamloops, compelled the 
driver to bring up the train and then 
run the uncoupled combination majland 
express car seycral miles further. 

Then it was dellberately ransacked, 
although to little purpose, as only sey- 
en registered letters, all for Victoria, 
Were taken. Several packnges piled on 
a shelf In the car were carelessly 
tossed aside, the leader of the trio 
making particular inquiry for San 
Francisco registered matter. The dis- 
carded packages, however, contained 
upwards of $40,000 In gold and bank 
notes. The very carelessness of the 
treatment accorded by the express 
Hands proved thelr salyation. 

Big Rewards For Capture. 

The robbers evidently feared to lose 
too much time and abandoned their 
Search upon learning that the through 
express matter was not in the car they 
had captured. 

They took horses’ at the point at 
which the train had been drawn for 
overhauling and fled to the sonth- 
ward. 

A posse of 100 cowboys and Indians, 
mith police, are in pursuit and hope 
to overtake the party before they can 
teach the border. The C. P. R has of- 
fered $1,000 reward for each, or $5,000 
for the three robbers, which offer is 
supplemented by a Dominion Govern- 
ment reward of $1,000 for all and a pro- 
vinelal reward of $500 for each robber. 
all being payable “dead or alive”

How It Was Done. 

It is supposed that the robbers 
boarded the locomotive tender while 
the train was on the siding at Kam- 
loops, keeping concealed until the 
train was running west. ‘Then, at 
about 11 o'clock, the driver happened 
to look forward toward his train and 
found hfmself gazing into the muzzle 
of a revolver, held by a masked 
Stranger, 

‘Iwo others appeared from the coal 
Stores simultaneously, 

In obedience to their orders the train 
‘Was stopped and the engine then ran 
on with the coupled mail car. 

A big package of dynamite was 
brought by the gang, for the evident 
Purpose of breaking the express safe 
Discovering that the stolen car did 
not contain the safes the party aban- 
doned it with oaths. ¥ 

Bill Miner Recognized. 

During the search of the car the 
mask slipped from the face of the rob- 
ber leader, an elderly man, and he 
was recognized ‘by Mall Clerk Thor- 
burn as the identical man who held 
up the express at Mission City on 
Sept 2, 1904. Thorburn was in charge 
of the mails on that occasion. 

The desperado, Bill Miner, lost sight 
of since the Mission City job, the first 
and only railway hold-up in Western 
Canada history.

Debate In the House on the Indemnity 
Repeal Bill. 

Ottawa, May 10—The long-expected 
debate upon Mr. Maclean's bill to re- 
peal the indemnity and the pension acts 
of last session took place last night and 
was the most vigorous of the session. 

Mr. Maclean came in for a sharp 
criticism at the hands of his leader, Mr. 
R. L. Borden, and Mr. Lancaster, in a 
speech of an hour's duration, denounc- 
ed his colleague from South Yori for 
insincerity, and took advantage in plain 
and unyarnished language to express 
his resentment at the vilification which 
Mr. Maclean had through his paper be- 
stowed upon his fellow-members. 

Canada First Again. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier took credit fori 
the Canadian Parliament which had) 
been the first British Legislature toj 
recognize the position in the Parliamen- 
tary system of the leader of the Opposi- 
tion. The Premier sald he had not! 
heard any severe criticism against the 
increase of the indemnity to members, | 
and the objection to the pension Dill | 
was to the application of the principle, 
and he intimated that eventually that 
bil would have to be amended or re- | 
moved.

Mr. Borden’s Criticism.

The 
vote resulted in the defeat of the bill 
by a majority of 158 to 9.

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DRY DETAIL OF INSURANCE 


Harry Symons, K. C., Clear Up Many 
Union Life and National Agency 
Points—Dividend on Deficit, 


Toronto, May 11—Two sessions of 
the Insurance Commission yesterday 
were uninteresting and given over to 
dry detail. No new points were brousht 
out, although the Dominion counsel 
took exception to several items in the 
various annual statements of the Union 
Life, 

Harry Symons, K. C., secretary of the 
Union Life, cleared up many points 
that had been a stumbling block to 
Manager Eyans. He was on the stand 
aN day and assisted by Auditor Clay 
and Cashier Carrie, answered nearly 
all the questions Mr. Shepley asked. 

One important feature in the after- 
noon was the admission of W. H. Car- 
rie, that the books of the National 
Agency were in a rather complicated 
state. 

He also insinuated that the work of 
the Dominion official expert, Mr. Daw- 
Son, in compiling the new statement, 
Was subject to correction. 

The taking over of the Century In- 
Surance Co. by the National Agency 
Was practically the only new point 
brought out all day. 

Dividend on Deficit. 

When the National Agency was in 
existence a year shareholders who had 
paid 25 per cent. on thelr stock and a 
premlum of 25 per cent. clamored for a 
dividend. The president of the National 
Agency sought out Mr. Clay, the audi- 
tor, and asked him as to the possibility 
of paying something on the stock. Mr. 
Clay found that by taking into account 
the earnings of the next month a half- 
yearly dividend at the rate of 10 per 
cent. could be paid. The investigating 
counsel at the Insurance Commission 
maintalned that when the first dividend 
Was declared there was in reality a 
deficlt of from $23,000 to $35,000. Mr. 
Harry Symons, K. C., who was on the 
witness stand, ascribed all of the en- 
tries in the asset column to the ex- 
Perts of his company. One of the as- 
sets was the organization expenses, and 
another the contingent premiums, 
which are the value of the premiums 
policyholders contract to pay.

NO BREAK WITH THE THRONE 


Owing to Constitutional Democrats Is- 
sue Will Be Pacific, as They Succeed-

St Petersburg, May 22—The threat- 
ened storm over the Emperor's refusal 
to receive the delegation from the 
Lower House of Parliament, appointed 
to present to his Majesty its reply to 
the speech from the throne, has been 
averted. The House yesterday after- 
adopted a resolution to proceed with 
the regular order of business, and the 
discussion of the agrarian question be- 


The moderate leaders of the Constl- 
tutional Democrats, after laboring with 
the notheads until the early morning 
hours, succeeded in conyincing them 
that it would be a batal blunder to pre- 
cipitate a confilct upon ao false issue, 
and a resolution was prepared pointing 
out that the importance of the address 
consisted in its contents and not in 
the form in which it is transmitted ‘to 
the Emperor. 

Peace Assured. 

The Radicals in the House wanted to 
make his refusal a casus belli, but 
yielded to the persuasions of the Con- 
stitutiona] Democrats, and decided not 
to present a condemnatory resolution. 
A pacific issue, therefore, is assured. 

After an hour's discussion the House 
adjourned without fixing any date for 
the next session, which probably will 
be Thursday. 

Vice-Consul Shot Dead. 

Batoum, Russia, May 22—Wm. H. 
Stuart, the American yice-consul, was 
shot and killed at his country place 
Sunday night The assassins escaped. 

Death For Gen. Stoessel. 

St. Petersburg, May 22.—It !s rumor- 
ed that the military court which has 
fbeen investigating the surrender of 
Port Arthur and the battle of the Sea 
of Japan has condemned to death Lt- 
Gen. Stoessel, who commanded the Rus- 
slan forces at Port Arthur, and Rear 
Admiral Nebogatoff, who command=4 
one of Admiral Rojestyensky’s squad- 
rons and who surrendered during the 
naval battle to the Japanese.

PROVINCE TO DOMINION. 


Premier Whitney Addresses Letter re. 
Power Exportatien to Hon. Charles 
Fitzpatrick, Minister of Justice, _| 


Toronto, May 22—Premier Whitney 
has addressed the following letter to 
fon. Charles Fitzpatrick, Minister of 
Justice, at Ottawa, in reference to the 
bill introduced by Mr. Fitzpatrick “to 
Tegulate the exportation of electric 
power and certain liquids and gases”: 

Toronto, May 17, 1906. 

My Dear Sir—I have your letter of 
the llth instant, enclosing coples of 
bill to regulate the exportation of elec- 
trical power, etc., and of the proposed 
amendments thereto. . 

It occurs to me that the bill, with — 
the amendment thereto, may possibly 
Tesult in consequences more serious 
than perhaps have been anticipated. 
Recognizing the right of the Dominion 
Parliament to impose licenses, or Stop 
exportation by any general Dill, the 
proposed amendment would leave the 
Ontario Power Co. without any restric- 
Won, and would, therefore, render the 
bill useless. This ts the view which 1s 
taken by the Provincial Government, 
after giving the matter careful consid- 
eration. 

Then, with reference to section 4 of 
the bill it is suggested that this should 
be amended by inserting after the word 
“fluid” in the fourth line, the following 
words, “where such power of exporta— 


tion exists by lawful authority,” or some ~ 


words of like effect. 

Unless this is done, {t might be clatm- 

ed that the language used overrides the 
Nmitations imposed on some of the 
companies under provincial statutes, or 
agreements. 
- Then, having regard to the bill pass- 
ed at the last session of the Provincial 
Legislature, viz, “An Act to provide for 
the transmission of electrical power to 
municipalities,” the proposed amend- 
ment might have a very serious effect. 

A great many complications might 
arise, although it is difficult at the pres- 
ent moment to specify them in detail, 
and in view of what I have stated, I 
earnestly hope you will be able to see 
your way clear to letting the bill stand 
over until next session of Parliament. 

I urge this both on account of the 
very serious issues that may arise and 
also for the reason that we have reason 
to expect your Government intends to 
confer with the Provincial Government 
during the recess with reference to sev- 
eral matters of importance, among 
which this question might be included. 


RIEL’S LIEUTENANT DEAD. 


_ Gabriel Dumont, the Skilled Rebel, 
Passes Suddenly At Batoche. 
Rosthern, Sask, May 22—Gabriel 
Dumont, the man who furnished the 
skill to conduct the Riel rebellion, died 
suddenly near Batoche Saturday morn 
|ing. Death was not expected, and Du- 
mont had not been ailing previously. 
He was about 75 years old, but quite 
, robust. 
| Dumont figured in the rebellion as 
Riel’s lieutenant. In reality he con- 
ducted the campaign which thrilled all 
Canada. Afterwards he escaped to 
Montana, Riel being captured and 
hanged. Dumont was granted amnesty 
and returned to Batoche, where he set- 
‘tled on a river lot, Gabriel’s Crossing 
being named after him on the North 
Saskatchewan River, due east of Rost- 


mm. 

He lived quietly, the Indians and 
halfbreeds worshipping him. 

A most peculiar coincidence in con- 
nection with the death of Dumont is 
the death of Riel’'s mother at St Vital 
; on the same day that her son's con- 
| federate passed away at Batoche.

“Three Small Cities Burned Out—Talbot 
With 300, Saunders With 300, and 
Quinneseo With 1,000 Get the Full 
Wolume of the Biaze—Four Coun- 
ties in Wisconsin Suffering 
From the Fire. 


Menominee, Mich., May 19.—Iorest 
fires are raging in a large area In Meno- 
suinee County, having already done 
smuch damage. 

Talbot, with 300 population, twenty- 
five miles north of Menominee, was 
wiped out by fire last evening. 

Several olher villages and many farm 
uildings, Including lumber stocks, are 
in danger. 

The wind rose rapidly during the

REFUSES THE NAMES 


Mr. Preston Holds Them In Con- 
|| fidence and Is Honor Bound. 


THE COMPANY’S OBJECTION 


May Bo Revealed to the Government 
In Confidenge—North Atlantic Trad- 
ing Co. and Immigration Matters 

Still Under Investigation — Mr. 


Preston Denies Any Financial 


j Interest—Troubled Officials. 


Ottawa, May 19,—Mr. W. T. R. Pres- 
ton began his evidence before the Pub- 
Mo Accounts Committeo yesterday 
morning by saying he had been appolnt- 
ed Commisslonor of Immlgration In 
1901, Negotiations with the North At- 
Jantic Trading Co. began In May or 
June, 1899, at Bremen, and afterwards 
at Hamburg. Some of the members of 
tho syndicate came lo London, but he 
‘was not aware that they mot Lord 
Strathoona. Tho negotiations leading 
up to the first agreement had been car- 
ricd on by himself. The syndicate had 
undertaken not to infringe on tho laws 
of tho countries in which they operat- 
ed. On his first visit to tho continent 
he found large quantities of Canadian 
immigration Mterature stored in the of- 
fices of varlous booking agents, not clr- 
culated. 

Twenty Shillings Per Head. 

‘The Government had been paying 20 
shillings per head to booking agents, 
but the largest amount went to the 
agonts at Bremen and Hamburg, though 
certain other agents who had been do- 
ing somo active work did not get any 
bonus. He was warned by the agent at 
Hamburg that he had better return to 
London, as the previous year Lord 
Strathcona had given umbrage to the 
German authorities by an address giv- 
en there on emigration. “Lord Strath- 
cona was told that he had better not 
return to Germany,” Mr. Preston added. 
Out of that incident and out of Mr. 
Preston's visit grew the suggestlon at 
a dinner in Hamburg attended by sey- 
eral booking agents and himself that 
a syndicate should be formed on tho 
continent to conduct emigration works. 

Cannot Give Names. 
» “Can you give us tho names and ad- 
dresses of the syndicate?” asked Mr. 
Monk. 

“No, I cannot.” 

The agents with whom Mr. Preston 
was negotiating demanding an agree- 
ment which “would hide their person- 
ality.” Preston at the outset, had re- 
fused, foreseeing trouble, ‘because 
there was responsible Government in 
Canada. It was therefore suggested by 
the company that their operations 
“should be judged by actual results In 
the ports of debarkation in Canada.” 
The company would spend so much a 
year and would make ao deposit with 
the Government. Preston refused to 
promise. 

“That was the position at the time 
of Mr, Smart's arrival in London, in 
1899." 

Refuses Again, But Explains. 

Mr. Monk asked Mr. Preston whether 
he thought, in view of the contract hav- 
; ing been concluded, he was justified in 
| continuing to decline to give names of 

parties forming the company. 

Preston's answer was that he had 

written recently to the company ask- 

dng for the names for publication. A 

representative had come to London. 

They “had been communicated with 

in some way,” and the agent sald that 

4: was quite impossible to give the 

mames. Preston had then asked for 

the names to be given to him in con- 
| fidence. Last night he had received 
a letter said to contain the names, to be 
shown to the Government, as assurance 
of the company’s standing. The order 
bad not yet been delivered. 

“I don’t know, outside of a well- 
grounded suspicion in regard to one or 
two, the names of the company.” 


No Canadians. 

“Do you know whether any Cana- 
dians are In it?” asked Mr. MacDon- 
ald of Pictou 

“I am satisfied none are.” 

“Or any official of the Government ” 

“You are not a member.” 

“Certainly not.” / 
» Preston said he did not/ belleve it 
‘possible that any Canadign or Goy- 
ernment official could be or could ever 
have been in the syndfcate. He sald 
also that Lord Strathcona was on re- 
cord as saying that the names must not 
be disclosed. 

“Lord Strathcona had full knowl- 
edge of all the circumstances leading 
up to the ratification of the agreement 
from beginning to end.” 

A Letter Which Went Astray. 
' Afterwards, to satisfy Lord Strath- 
cona’s doubts as to international com- 
plications arisiag, a legal opinion was 
obtained from Mr. Vesey Knox, to 
whom the wilness was refenred by Hon. 
Charles Rugsell, son of Lord Russell. 
Mr. Knox suggested that the question 
was one of/ policy rather than of law. 
Mr. Preston stated that later on when 
on the continent he received an en- 
velope containing an opinion which was 
not altegether favorable to the project. 
He throw the envelope away In disgust, 
when he noticed that the envelope con- 
tained another paper, and on taking it 
out be found that It was o letter ad- 
dressed by Mr. Knox to Mr. J. G. Col- 
mér, si etary of the High Commisslon- 
er, which was marked private and con- 
sdenual. The letter reua somewnat ta 
the following effect: “I have sent the 
“paper agreed upon to Mr. Preston, 
which will probably haye the effect de- 
sired upon and stop Preston's project.” 
A Millstone on His Neck. 

He could not give the exact words, 
but that was the effect of tt. “I may 
gay," added Mr. Preston, ‘that Mr. 
Colmer had been a millstone around my 
neck in emigration work up to that 
time.” Replying to further questions, 
Mr. Preston sald that monies to the 
North Atlantle Trading Co. did not go 
through his hands, They were pald by 
check, which he coun igned. He 
could not get a ralce-off. 

Moved to Report. 


F. D. Monk moved to the effect that 
in view of Preston's refusal to reyeal 
names, the House should be called 
upon to dntervene and the evidencs 
should be reported to the House. Tha 
demand of the committee, Mr. Monk 
urged, should freo Preston from any ob- 
Ugation toward the syndicate, Liberal 
mombers objected that Preston did nox 
iknow the names. There was another 
nvranglo on procedure, and Mr, Mac- 
Donald, of Pictou, moved an amendment 
which, after half on whopir of more 
wrangling, was declared cit of order by 
the chairman of the con'mittee.

LABOR BILL KILLED BY LORDS.

Explodes and Partly Wrecks the 
Town of Cobait. 


TWENTY HOUSES SMASHED 


In the Larger Fire Following the Ter- 
rific Explosion Fifty Shacks In the 
French Quarter Were Burned—No 

One Was Seriously Hurt, Though 
Many Person Suffer From Shock 
—Officials’ Splendid Work. 


Cobalt, May 19.—A terrific explosion 
took place here at 4 o'clock yesterday. 
A large powder-houss, filled with seven 
and a half tons of dynamite, near the 
north end of the town, was ignited by 
a fire, which began in a shack a few 
yards away. The explosion wrecked a 
score of houses, and destroyed nearly 
every pane of glass in the town. The 
contents of many stores were hurled 
from their shelves, and a great deal of 
valuable property was destroyed.

A number of people were hurt by fly- 
ing rocks, falling timber and cut by 
Blass, and many are prostrated from 
the nervous shock. 

No person was seriously hurt, as they 
were warned by the authorities in ting 
to flee. Splendid work was done by 
Pollceman MacKay and License In- 
Spector Blackwell in the work of res- 
cue and fighting the flames. 

About fifty houses in the French sec- 
tion were burned, but the fire has been 
gotten under control. There is a lot of 
indignation felt by the citizens 
against the owners of the explosives 
having it stored {n the town. 

Killed by Lightning. 

London, May 19.—Lorne Wickerzon, 
aged 24, son of Henry Wickerson of tne 
ase line, about a mile from Byron, 
was killed by lightning yesterday at the 
farm of Charles Jarvis, a neighbor. 
Wickerson, with his brothers Clarence 
and Everett, sought shelter in the barn. 
All were near the door when lightning 
knocked the three men down. 


MANAGER JONES INJURED. 


Wall of Engine House Blown Down at 
Port Arthur. 

Port Arthur, May. 19—One of the 
Worst electrical, wind and rainstorms 
that was ever experienced passed over 
this district Thursday evening and did 
considerable damage. The wall of the 
new brick fan and engine-house of the 
Atikokan Iron Co., which had just been 
completed by Garnett & McQueen, blew 
in, and Manager Jones of the biast fur- 
mace, who was in the building at the 
time, was seriously injured by falling 
brick.

ces, and would not even be advisable, 
if it could. | ! 

But there are a number ef essen- 
jiols that must ‘be embodied m ey- 
ery plan, ‘by the plan for an expen- 
sive or (an inexpensive structure, 

Tt seems that personal likes or dis- 
“likes are taken into censideration, 
rather than the comfort of the fowls, 
and if it suits the preprietor, and 
Jooks well, ig matters little wheth- 
er it suits the fowls or not, and many 
a pretty little affair wa have seen in 
the way of a house intended, fon poul- 
itry that wag absolutely unsuitable 
fon the purpose it was built, mauy of 
ithe essential parts left out, that 
should have been first of all taken 
into consideration. ; 

We do like nealti und attractive 
dpuildings of all kinds, and where the 
expense of buildinz of minor im- 
portance, there is no reason why a 
poultry bouse cannot be constructed 
Bo aX to be afl it ought ‘ta be so far 
ap the comfort and convenience of 
both poultry and the poultry keeper 
are concerned, and at the same timo 
in attractive buildins. e 

As it is not oun intention of (giving 
detailed building plans in this article, 
but rather principles that cannot be 
set aside in che building of a poultry 
fhouse, ithe’ following; well attested 
facts will be of use; ‘ 

1. The location should be dry. If 
‘the round is not dry naturally it 
should be mado so by dizzing out the 
site, and then fill in with a coarse 
jeravel-that will provide a good drain- 
age. Damp, muddy, ground means 
famsanitary conditions, productive of 
disease, and a cold, damp situation 
means few on no egzs in winter. 

2. A southern exposure of the buil- 
ding, meams a warm building, as it ie 
exposed to the groatest amount of 
tthe sun’s rays during the cold wint- 
ex months, and the quarters will be 
more chenrful, ond a singing hen gen- 
erally means a laying hen.

Russian Deputies’ 


MAY ENTAIL CIVIL WAR 


ma's Deputation to Pregont Reply to 
Speech From the Throne — Must 
Present It Through Ministry of 
Court—Startling Story Involv- 
fing a Military Dictatorship. 


St. Petersburg, May 21—A bomb was 
thrown into the Parliamentary camp 
yesterday afternoon by a note recelved 
by President Mouromtseff of the Lower 
House from Peterhoff, which, instead 
of making an appolntment for an audl- 
ence at which he and the deputation 
could present the address in reply to 
the speech from the throne, contained 
the {information that the Dmperor 
would not receive the deputation, and 
that the address must be presented 
through the Ministry of the court. 

Disconcerted utterly at this un- 
expected development, the leaders of 
the majority in the House hastily sum- 
moned a caucus of the Constitutional 
Democratic deputies. President Mour- 
omtseff, Instead of sending the address 
to Baron Fredericks, Minister of the 
Imperial House, immediately issued a 
call for a meeting of Parliament at 11 
o'clock to-day, at which he will report 
the occurrence and ask for further in- 
A most heated meeting is 
in prospect. 

May Entail Civil War. 

The first disposition of the caucus 
ef Constitutional Democrats, which 
Was in session all yesterday afternoon 
and evening, and at midnight had not 
been concluded, was to regard the re- 
fusal to recelve the deputation as a 
challenge and an open affront, which 
was only answerable by a counter de- 
claration of war. The deputies were 
red with rage, but after the first pas- 


| sion had cooled, the leaders realized the 


danger of too precipitate action and set 
for themselves the task of bringing 
their enraged followers under control. 

The cooler counsels seemed ultimate- 
ly to prevatl, but it is almost certain 
that the Radical group, accompanied by 
a portion of the peasants, will break 
away to-day and endeavor to force the 
House into some fiery declaration 
against the Emperor and the Govyern- 
ment, which will compe] an immediate 
rupture, entailing dissolution and civil 
war.

Supplementary Agreement With 
Grand Trunk Pacific. 


THE RIGHT-OF-WAY MINERALS 


Minister of the Interior Favors Request 
That Grand Trunk Pacific Co. Shall 
Be Considered First Applicants For 
All Mining Rights In Such Lands 
as May Be Required for Right- 
of-Way—Tho Memorandum, 


Ottawa, May 21—The following ap- 
pears in The Canada Gazette: 

“On a memorandum dated Jan. 10. 
1906, from the Minister of the Interior, 
stating that rection 46 of the agree 
ment, embodied in the National Trans- 
continental Railway Act, provides that 
the Government shall procure to be 
granted to the G.T.P. Railway, in co 
far as the same are vested in His Ma- 
jesty in right of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, such lands as may be required for 
the right of way of the western diyi- 
sion and for all stations, station 
grounds, workshops, buildings, yards 
and appurtenances required for the 
construction and working thereof. 

“The Minister further states that 
Mr. F. M. Morse, vice-president and 
general manzger of the above railway 
company, states that it is {mportant to 
the company that they should not be 
embarrassed when constructing their 
line of railway, by others being permit- 
ted to acquire the mining rights under- 
lying the surface of the lands which 
they may acquire under the above 
agreement, or which they may acquire 
by purchase, and he asks that his com- 
pany be considered the first applicants 
for the mining rights under all such 
lands, and that a note te that effect be 
made in the records of the Department 
of the Interior. 

“The Minister, seelng no objection 
to this application being granted, re- 
commends that he be authorized, as 
soon as a definite description is furn- 
ished of the lands which the company 
desire to acquire in this connection, to 
withdraw for the present from mining 
entry and from sale for coal or other 
mining purposes, all those lands which 
the railway company may select under 
section 46 of the agreement embodied 
in the National Transcontinental Rail- 
way Act above referred to; also the 
land which they may acquire by pur- 
chase for a like purpose, and in case 
application is made by any person or 
company for permission to acquire the 
mining rights under any such lands, 
the railway company to be considered 
the first applicants therefor, and such 
mining rights to be granted to them 
under the provisions of the regulations 
in that behalf. 

“The Minister of Justice, to whom 
this matter was referred, states that 
he is of the opinion that it is legally 
competent for the Governor in Conn- 
cil, under section 47 of the Dominion 
Land Acts, as amended, to make a 
Tegulation' to the effect set forth in the 
report of the Minister of the Interior.” 


RIVALS FIGHT TO DEATH. 


Desperate Struggle on Upturned Canoe 
and Both Are Drowned. 


Fort William, May 18—As the result 
of a feud, which had lis inception in 
Nipegon, a smali town sixty miles east 
of Fort William, W. A. Thompson and 
Isadore Bouchard, formerly employed 
on the projected line of the transcon- 
tinental railway, are dead in Helen 
Lake, on the north shore of Lake 
Superior. While in a canoe half a mile 
from shore the men engzged in combat, 
capsizing the craft. Undaunted, they 
climbed to the top of the upturned 
canoe and engaged in a hand-to-hand 
Struggle, lasting nearly thirty minutes, 
when, their strength spent, they slipped 
into the water and sank 

Some weeks ago Thompson and 
Bouchard became involved in 2 quarrel 
over a girl, and “bad blood’ between 
the two ever since has existed. 

A fisherman and his daughter, stand- 
ing on the shore, were the only ones 
to witness the death struggle. Bou- 
chard was the first to go down. A 
minute later a gust of wind put the 
sea in motion, and Thompson toppled 
from the canoe and sank. The bodies 
have not been recovered. 


TERRIBLE SELF-MUTILATION.

New RegulationS to be Complied With 
by the Drink-Mixers of the Province. 
Since the beginning of May the 

provincial license department has 

issued about 1,300 certificates to 

bartenders, whe, under the new Li- 

quor Licenss Act are required to pay 

$2 ta qualify as proper drink dispen- 
sers. The cortificate sets forth that 

the holder, haying paid into the li- 

cense fund the statutory duty, -is 

authorized to act as a bartender 
within the license district which 
name is supplied by tha applicant.

WHAT ACT CALLS FOR. 

Clause 2 says; No keeper of a li- 
censed tavern in any city ar town, 
or in any loonlity, shall employ any 
bartedner, or permit any person to 
act as such in or upon his licensed 
premises, who is not, during ‘the 
whole time he ig employed, on permit- 
ted to act, the holder of a barten- 
dor's license, as provided by this sec- 
tion. 

The penalty, provided for au offence 
by any bartender is a fine of not 
less than $10 or more than $20, and 
cancellation of his license and for a 
secend offence of any natura within 
two years tho license shall ipso facto 
become void and tho former holder 
shall not thereafter be eligible to 
hold a license under the Act for twa 
years. 

Clause 5.—Any bartenden who shall 
soll on deliver, or cause to ba sold 
or dolivered, any Jiquor in contrav- 
ontion, of any of the provisions of 
this act, on the Liquor License Act,

AS FAR AS CASSIDY 


Frightened Humanity Ran After 
Cobalt’s Explosion, 


LOSS WILL BE THOUSANDS 


Some Details of the Disaster to Mining 
Town on Friday Last—Two Houses 
Blown Away and Fifty Burned In 
After Conflagration—Shock Felt 
Twenty-Five Miles Away—The 
Churches Suffer Severely. | 


Cobalt, May 21.—It will take several 
thousand dollars to cover the loss of 
Friday’s fire, but despite conflicting ru- 
mors there has been no loss of life. 

Forest fires had raged for the past 
few days at different points. At Latch- 
ford last Friday the townspeople tarn- 
ed out en masse to fight the flames and 
save their thriving village. 

Shook Surrounding Country. 

Here in Cobalt the fire reached the 
dynamite storehouse of Taylor & Sons, 
agents of the Ontario Powder Co., and 
caused an explosion that shook the 
surroundimg country for miles. There 
were stored six tons of dynamite, end 
in less than 20 minutes irom the ap- 
pearance of the fire the storehouse 
blew up. A high wind prevailed, for- 
tunately blowing from the southeast, 
amd only the north and west quarters 
of the town suffered. 

Sparks were blown in all directions 
and started fires in different spots. At 
the O’Brien mine the flames were 
fought for over an hour. One thousand 
cords of wood were burnt, worth $2,500 
The side and end of the sleeping camp 
and cookhouse were blown out and 
the shaft and power-house badly 
shaken) but the machinery is uninjur- 


Buildings Moved Six Inches. 

A rumor arose that other large store- 
houses of dynamite and powder were 
in danger, and the T. & N. O. Railway 
Was soon a black mass of scurrying hu- 
manity, frightened women and crying 
children, hastened down the track to 
ayoid anticipated danger. Many went 
as far as Cassidy, a distance of over 
two miles. The people in the vicinity 
of Dreany’s powder magazine carried 
the powder down to the dock of the 
Buffalo mine and deposited it there. 

The law regarding these storehouses 
Will now be closely looked into. 

Churches Suffer Severely. 

The Presbyterian Church, where an 
induction is to take place on Monday 
evening, and the Roman Catholic 
Church, have suffered severely. The 
former is minus windows and sashes, 
and the two by four upright studding 
was smashed to splinters in the cen- 
tre, and as a result the west wall is 
blown in 4 or 5 inches, and at the 
Catholic Church chimneys were blown 
down, windows smashed and interior 
dismantled. 

At Rand Jenckes, the end of the 
building was detached and the stock in 
the warehouse thrown around. 

Ernest Culbert was prospecting less 
than a quarter of a mile from the ex- 
plosion, and was thrown to the 
ground, receiving a stunning blow, as 
he thought at the time, on the side of 
his face. 

Shock Felt 25 Miles. 

Nearly every building in the town 
had broken windows. Many of the 
fronts of stores are now boarded up, 
the windows being entirely blown out. 

At Haileybury, five miles distant, 
the shock was so distinctly felt that 
it was generally believed for some 
time that some local powder magazine 
hhad exploded. At Ville Marie, 16 miles 
down Lake Temiskaming, or nearly 25 
miles from the scene of the accident, 
the bottles on store counters were 
shaken and toppled over. 

52 Houses Destroyed. 

Two horses were blown to pleces and 
over 50 burned, but although the fire 
swept across the north end of the town, 
taking a sweep some 60 rods in width, 
the business portion was not touched. 

The entire town for two hours was 
in a condition nearly approaching a 
panic.

IY was not \for, him, and before such 
an intelligent audienca to pronounce 
upon Soovialism, but ‘he would say 
‘that the angumonts used wore those 
of ‘the Communist and the anareb- 
ist. Tho problem jto be laced and 
settled in our old and new provinces 
‘is — how shall tho domagozue and 
tho socialist bs counterbalanced. Soi- 
once has jbeen unable ito solve (tho 
question — can force do it? The 
Germans have tried both and_failed 
—even /the ‘bulldog methods of tho 
Iron Chaneollor were fruitless, and 
wo find tho Reichstaz passing the 
workmon’s old age ponsion law as a 
species of modus vivendi. Tho \zreat 
Gorman army could not conquer 60- 
cialism. Whalt, then, is the remedy? 
Te bo brief, Mr. Chairman, [ think it 
lies in the universal application of 
tho jmottg, “Don't! do nto others 
what you woalt not have others do 
junto you. (Appluuse.) If our boys and 
girls learn the(price° our forefath- 
ors paid for the privileges wo enjoy 
if they benefit by the lessona contain- 
ed in hho history off Frenoh and Enz- 
Jish mule on ‘this continent, and if 
they ouliiyate tolerance and respect 
for the rizhta of others, ;zreat| indeed 
must be the measure off Canada’s pre- 
sont and future prozress. (Applause) 

FRENCH SAVED CANADA. 

In taking the political outlook of 
Canada into consaleration, wo must 
itake into account aleo the fact of the 
two races having different relizions 
and customs. It has ibegn said at 
times by politicians that tne French 
are disloyal, Thore is absolutely no 
warrant fon that statement. 1n the 
disturbed times following the down- 
fall of tho flag, of Old France on this 
continent the French-Canadians, and 
they alone, were instrumental by. 
taking, up arms in preserving Canads 
from capture by the Americans, and 
this in face of the fact that they were 
at the timo enduring, an odious mili- 
itary despotism that mizht reason- 
ebly haye prompted them ta welcome 
any change as likely, to be for the 
batter. (iAdvised by their clergy, 
they remained true to tho treaty, en- 
tered into on their behalf, notwith- 
standing that French generals in the 
Amerioan service soight to seduce 
them. It was an incontrovertible 
fact that in 1812 the French saved 
Canada to the British crown, and 
French statesmen have declared witb 
a show of reason that om that ocea- 
sion it was the English who proved 
unfaithful to England. Sir Jobn 
Macdonald knew the feeling animat- 
ing French-Canadians, and had, on 
the ocoasion of a visit to the mo- 
therland declared publicly his cou- 
vistion that therei were no more 
faithful friends of Britain than the 
French citizens of Canada, and te 
was right. (Applayse). What could 
thay gain by annexation? Nothinz at 
all. ‘Fhe tendency, would bs to (nse 
‘their individuality, while as Capad- 
ians they enjoyed tho fullest measure 
of relizious and civil liberty. Thera 
were those who said the people of 
Quebec bas aj warm spot in their 
hearts for Francei — it was true 
and there was no reason to be ash- 
amed of it. France was the land of 
their birth, and ber history was a 
glorious one, but while they loved 
France they loved and rospected 
British institutions, and there was 
not in the heart of a single French- 
Canadian a desire to. abandon Britain. 
(Applause). The speaker, then refer- 
red briefly to the proofs of tolerance 
sbown by the people in returning 
English members from French con 
stituencies and in the generous fin- 
arcial support given to the Enziish 
Normal] School in the provinces. 

CANADA’S| FUTURE. 

Turning to tho status of Canada 
amonz ‘the nations, and tho fecling 
in some quarters in favor of full in- 
dopendence, Dr. Beland: ‘did not see 
any sound cause for discontent with 
our present condition. If annexa- 
tion is not desirable, and independ- 
once peems premature, then the 
status quo is tho only solution. Wo 
Teally haye at present ‘the freedom 
of a nation, alonz with relief from 
many burthens we are scarcely yet 
fitted to bear. Under the protes- 
testion and guidance of Britain wo 
are free to follow after the (great 
ideala and noble aims whicb aré as 3 
column of smoke by day and a pillar 
of fire by nizht leading Canada ever 
ouward to o (great, a jzrand future. 
(Applause). The speaker next turn- 
ed his attention Lo tho illimitable na- 
tural resources of Canada, the charm 
of ‘the climaite, the picturesqueness of 
our diversified »: and the great 
commercial possibilities lying Jatent 
in the thousands of water powers, 
which in the near future promise to 
make this one of the jzreatest manu- 
facturing countries under the sun. 
Every yoar wd are adding a new To- 
ronto to eur population. Canada re- 
presents in #jze 0 bird of the Bri- 
lish possesions, and our coast line 
equals one-half the aircumference of 
the carth. Our annual trade, now

With that “spring feeling” in the 
air, with anzle worms squirming sug- 
ecstively on the sidewalks and with 
an itech ini the fingers for u grip on 
one’s trout rod. there -are a \zood 
many persone just now who are more 
interested fish stories than 
in the progress of the rate bill or in 
the writhing of the Standard Oil oc- 
topus with the President’s harpoon 
“in his midst.”—Bostom Herald, edito- 
cial 

By ‘this reference to anzle worms, 
and by the nature of the fish stories 
be introduces with the forezoinz, tho 
Boston Herald editor writes himself 
down no fisherman, or, al beat a poor 
creature wha uses bait and so keeps 
himself outside the charmed circle. 
He does no know the lifting sonz of 
the reel or the whistle of the leader, 
the music -heard in the biz woods 
where the lakes lie!-hid and the 
streams leap from pool to pool, and 
each pool au inspiration and a prom- 
iso. -If he were a fisherman he 
would not prate of anzle worms or 
tell any such fish story aa this, a poor, 
one even fon the beginning of the fish 
story season; 

; An early-worm fisherman, return- 
ing from a mountain brook with a 
full basket of trout, was overhauled 
by the game; warden and fish dep- 
aty. An examination of the catch 
disclosed one fish that measured only 
five and a half inches, half an inch 
below the lawful limit. The fisher- 
man, Rorepaugh by name, was ar- 
Taigned in court the next morning. 
“This fish” — said the judze — “has 
shrunk”, interrupted Rorepauzh 
(Pheoebus! what a mame) “it was

six inches when I caught it, for 
df measured it; but as it died it grew 
shorter.” The court intimated that 
fish stories always grow lonzer, rath- 
er than shorter; but the man of the 
Tod persisted that this one had 
shrunk.

Tho judge looked up with an in- 
quiring if stern lowk. “May it please 
the court io read on,” said the de- 
fendant.

Lisbno, April 25, 1946. 
(To the Editor of The Post.) 

Sir,—To write one’s impression and 
give an interesting account of so lonz 
a tip is no easy task — not [rom 
any lack of material, but from its re- 
dundaney.

Naples, May 17.—Prof. Matteuccl, 
director of the Royal Observatory, tele- 
graphed yesterday that the voleanic ac- 
tivity of Mount Vesuylus is increasing 
and that the main crater is discharging 
a great quantity of sand, The professor 
added that it was impossible on account 
of rain to explore the volcano.

A PARTIAL AMNESTY 


May Be Declared For Russian 
Political Prisoners. 


TO MARK CZAR’S BIRTHDAY 


Vengeance, Which Has Resulted In 600 
Exeoutions Since December, Must 
Cease, Says Prof. Kusmin-Karavieff 

—Other Outspoken Speeches In 
| Parliament—M. P. Says Peas- 
ants Want Liberty First. 


St. Potersburg, May 17,—The opinion 
was quite genoral yesterday that Par- 
Mament’s adoption of the reply to the 
speech from the throne will make con- 
flict wlth the crown dnevitable, as it 
contains a number of points upon which 
‘the supporters of the Government say 
(t 1s imposslble for the Hmperor to 
yleld. Thero is every indication that 
the Emperor and Premler Goremykin's 
Cabinet desire to avold a conflict, and 
that by a compromise on the question 
of amnesty they will seek to gain time. 
It can be asserted on high authority 
that partial amnesty will be proclaimed 
on May 19, tho Dmperor’s birthday. 

Parliament Re-Assembles. 

When Parliament re-assembled at 11 
o'clock yesterday the Impression pre- 
vailed that the day would witness stir- 
ring scenes. Premier Goremykin and 
the entire Cabinet were seated on the 
Ministerial benches, and it was under- 
stood that the Premler intended to out- 
line the views of the Government in 
regard to the reply to the speech from 
the throne, 

The excited frame of mind of the 
members of Parliament was evidenced 
by the long list of speakers submitted 
even beforo President Mouromtzeff had 
called the House to order. This was 
not so much due to Rusian love of talk 
as to the fact that every member seem- 
ed to feel himself to be charged with a 
message from his constujents which 
he must deliver, 

“Land and Freedom.” 

From the very outset yesterday words 
in favor of moderation were few and 
far between. Seminoff, a Social Reyo- 
Jutionist from Saratoff, declared that 
the reply to the speech from the throne 
was too weak. To cries of “Jand and 
freedom,” he announced that the peo- 
ple who had sent him to Parliament 
did not want land without liberty. 
The peasants were so revolutionary 
that “only a spark was required to 
kindled a conflagration, and anarchy 
and destruction were certain if their 
demands were not satisfied immedi- 
ately.” 

Zabilotny, of Podolak province, a 
lawyer, elected by the peasants, spoke 
passionately in favor of the abolition 
of the death penalty, saying that the 
country @lready had too many cata- 
combs. 

Vengeance Must Cease. 

Prof. Kusmin-Karavieff, formerly of 
the Academy of Military Law, who is 
one of the Tver delegation, also ad- 
vocated the abolition of the death 
penalty, declaring that the “bloody 
vengeance of the Government, which 
has resulted in six hundred execu- 
tlons slnce December, must cease.” 

The most sensational speech deliver- 
ed before the recess was that of 
Mikhallechenko, a workman of Bkat- 
#rinoslav, who sald he spoke for the 
proletariat class, “which had nothing to 
Jose except its chains and which pro- 
posed to fight to the bitter end for free- 
dom and against the system which 
seeks to protect those who fatten upon 
People's money.” Continuing, Mikhaile- 
chenko sald: 

“I represent a group of only fourteen 
workmen, but we meet our supporters 
everywhere in the streets of the cities, 
and we have no fear. We stand for 
social democracy, justice to the labor- 
ing men and Uberty, for all without dis- 
tinction of race or religion.” 

The Upper House also met yester- 
day. Two Ministers and Count Witte 
‘were scheduled to speak. It was decid- 
ed to appoint a committee of elghteen 
to draft an address in reply to tho 
speech from the throne. The commit- 
tee was given entire freedom of action, 
and no instructions of any kind. 

Beaten With Swords. 

President Mouromtzeff of the Lower 
House of Parliament yesterday received 
a telegram from the political prisoners 
confined at Ekaterinoslav, South Rus- 
sia, saylIng that on May Day they 
Were beaten with the flats of swords 
by the gendarmerie and that some of 
them were serlously wounded. The 
Prisoners asked Parliament to demand 
the punishment of the guilty persons 
and to hasten the granting of am- 
nesty. 

Paper Confiscated, 

The police this afternoon confiscated 
the new Social Revolutionary paper 
Dielonaroda (The People's Work). 
Mourlanoff, a member of Parilament, 
from Saratoff, is the Tesponsible editor, 
and therefore he could not be arrested, 
The whole paper was filled with attacks 
on officials of the Government, especial- 
ly Gen. Trepoft, former Minister of the 
Interlor Durnovo, Governor-General 
Doubasoff of Moscow, Count Witte and 
Count Solsky, president of the Upper 
House of Parliament. 

Woman Sentenced to Death, 

Odessa, Russia, May 17—A court 
martial yesterday sentenced to death by 
hanging a woman who fired on a po- 
Uceman, but did not injure him. —

Windsor, May 17.—Hon. J. O, Reaume. 
Minister of Public Works for Ontario, 
Was operated on yesterday morning in

Dr, C. W. Casgrain sisted by Dr. 
Daniel La Verte of Detroit, performed 
the operation, and the physicians say 
that it was entirely successful. They 
found that the trouble had been caused 
by a decayed tooth, 

For some time past Dr. Reaume has 
been suffering intense pain from tho 
growth, but he disliked to undergo tho 
operation on account of the many de- 
mands made on his time on account of 
the Legislature being in session, 

Operation Was Successful. 

“The operation was successful. ‘Tho 
doctor is resting easily and quietly.” 

This was the reassuring wire re- 
celyed yesterday afternoon by the Pre- 
mier regarding the operation.

While Shamyl Pasha, who is a Rus- 
sian chieftam, was undergoing an ex- 
amination at Tripoli recently in con- 
nection with the murder of Redvan 
Pasha he suddenly rushed upon the 
Procurator-General, Nedjim Eddin 
Bey, fixed his teeth in his throat and 
held on until his victim was throttled 
to death. 


AT $7.75 PER 1,000 FEET. 


Province Sells Two Timber Allotments 
Under New Regulations, 


Toronte, May 17.—Under its newly- 
adopted system of charging by the 
thousand feet board measure, a Port 
Arthur firm, Vigars & Shears, have 
‘been sold two timber allotments of red 
and white pine on Pigeon River, in the 
Thunder Bay district, at $7.75 per 1,000 
feet. 

The Government expect to get better 
returns by charging a net:price on the 
quantity measured under its supervi- 
ston, than by selling timber limits out- 
right, while it is calculated that the 
purchases will not be restricted to men 
of large capital, as has been the case 
heretofore, 


CAGCIARI RENT BY MOB. 


Increase In Prices of Foodstuffs Leads 
to Bloodshed. 


Cagliari, Sardinia, May 17—Several 
Persons were killed and many wounded 
in a collision between troops and strik- 
ers here Tuesday and further trouble 
is expected. Reinforcements of the 
small garrison have been urgently de- 
manded, and warships with troops have 
left Genoa and Leghorn. 

Trouble began as the culmination 
of a great increase in the price of food 
and an anarchistic agitation leading 
the workmen to strike. Thousands of 
men rushed through the streets to the 
municipal palace, where they hooted 
the mayor, and then invaded the Cen- 
tral Market, destroying whatever they 
could find. Afterward they went to the 
state tobacco manufactory and to other 
establishments, forcing the workmen to 
strike, smashing windows and shops 
and upsetting street cars and cabs. 


BRITISH NAVAL EFFICIENCY. 


Forty Large Warships Practically Re- 
moved From List Since 1902. 
London, May 17.—The rapidity with 
which Great Britain is removing from 
the navy all except her efficient war- 
ships, was shown by a statement pre- 

sented to Parliament yesterday. 

No fewer jthan 40 battleships and 
cruisers have practically been removed 
from the list since 1902. 

The exact figures are eight battle 
ships, 10 armored cruisers and three 
protected cruisers removed from the 
fighting effective, while three battle- 
ships and 16 protected cruisers were 
reclassed, placing them on the list of 
ships of the smallest fighting valuc. 

In the same period the construction 
of 13 new battleships, 18 armored cruis- 
ers and four protected crulsers was be- 
gun. 


BEFORE JUDGE BOYD. 


First of the Cobalt “Blanketing” Cases 
Is Being Heard. 


Toronto, May 17.—Edward C. Har- 
grave, Bay Clty, Mich.; C. C. Williams,

AfMdavits made by Rutherford and 
Hargrave to the effect that they made 
the discoveries of valuable mineral 
products on leased !ands in the Town- 
ship of Coleman, which were ‘taken 
over by White Silver Co. of Toronto, 
are claimed by the Attorney-General to 
be fraudulent. 

Frank B. Haines, prospector, is chief 
among the 30 odd witnesses subpoenaed. 
It is alleged that Haines prospected 
while snow was on the ground, and that 
his staking is illigal. He however, 
states that he was over the ground 
previous to November, and whilo the 
ground was clear. His cross-examina- 
ton by counsel will take place to-day.

The Trade of Canada. 
(Toronto Stax.) 

Tho ‘trade returns of Canada con- 
tinue to climb. The agzregatie for 
the last ten months is $435,742,955, of 
which $225,257,576 is for imports and 
189,757,157 for exports. Evidently 
this will bo noted as the year in 
which rho _$500,000,000 mark . is 
reached. Tho $200,000,000 mark was 
first passed in 1873, After Lhat the 
progress was not steady, and as late 
as 1886 the agzregate was only $189,- 
675.875, In (898 it first exceeded 
8500,000,000; in 1902 it first exceeded 
$£00,000,000; in 1906 it will exceed 
$500,000,000; so that for the second 
time thero will bo fan inorease of 
$100,000,000 in foun years. 

This growth is all tho more re~ 
muirkable ‘because it is accompanied 
‘by a great expansion of domestic 
trade, The various Provinces and 
tho different seotions of Canada aro 
doing more business, not only with 
{the outside world, but with one an- 
other, It is loss than ten years sineo 
tho first through Canadion Pacific 
train jeft Montreal for Vaa- 
couyer; to-day the Canadian’ Pacific 
Reilway is double tracking its line 
from Winnipos to Lake Superior ; tho 
Canadian Northorn is at Edmonton, 
with all tha traffic it oan handle;

Trunk Pavifio is boing rapidly push- 
ed forwaird, There will soon ba threo 
transcontinental lines, and any day 
we may oxopoti to hear of a fourth, 
carrying business still farther north.

TOKIO FEELS RUMOR. 


Russia, It Says, Will Ignore Japan’s 
Position In Corea. 

Tokio, May 21—Keen interest has 
been aroused here over a rumor that 
Japan is confronted by a delicate dip- 
fomatic problem respecting Corea.
